Higher Education 
Commission Lists 
FY ’95 Pnontties 
Maryland's top spending 
priorities for higher educa- 
tion should be increased 
student financial aid, more 
programs in underserved 
areas of the state, incentives 
to make campuses more cost 
effective, and additional state 
aid to community colleges, 
according to a spokesperson 
for the Maryland Higher 


Education Commission. 

Those priorities were part 
of a $48 million list of the 
Targeted Investments ap- 
proved recently by the Com- 
mission. These recommenda- 
tions will go to governor 
Schaefer and the General 
Aasembly. 

This is the first time the 
Commission has emphasized 
long-term, statewide higher 
education needs in its budget 
recommendations, the 
spokesperson said. 

"This package of recom- 


mendations seeks to balanca 
long-term needs of the state 
with institution requests,” 
said J. Glenn Beall, chair- 
man of the finance policy 
committee. “And it tells the 
governor and the General 
Assembly that the Commis- 
sion is committed to identify- 
ing programs for funding 
that further the state’s most 
important higher education 
goals.” 
Campuses submitted new 
spending proposals exceeding 
$87 million, the spokes- 


person said, far more than 
has been estimated to be 
available for new programs 
in fiscal year 1995. The 
priority list for new, or 
“above the CPS (current 
people and services)," pro- 
grams combines statewide 
priorities and legal mandates 
included in Higher Educa- 
tion Reorganization Act of 
1988. 

These Targeted Invest- 
ments address the state’s 
three major education needs 
identified in Investing in 


People - The Maryland Plan 
for Postsecondary Education: 
improving the quality of 
elementary, secondary and 
undergraduate education; 
increasing access and educa- 
tional attainment of all citi- 
zens by overcoming dispari- 
ties in educational opportu- 
nities; and accelerating the 
speed at which new technol- 
ogy and research are trans- 
ferred and commercialized. 
The top four priorities are 
as follows: $2,139,036 to in- 
crease student financial aid 


in response to higher tuition 
costs and to provide grants 
to more students; $1.5 mil- 
lion for regional education 
access grants to provide 
upper division and graduate 
level courses in Montgomery 
and Harford counties and in 
Western and Southern Mary- 
land; $3 million to provide 
incentives to public campus- 
es to improve productivity in 
instruction and administra- 
tion so that funds can be 
reallocated to campus priori- 
ties; and $3,304,588 for an 
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equity adjustment to the 
community college funding 
formula base and an addi- 
tional $10 million to increase 
the level of state support to 
32% of operating costs at the 
two-year institutions.

Background Scripture: 

Genesis 33 
Devotional Reading: 

Matthew 5.23-25 

Two of the most exciting 
verses in the Old Testament 
are in the final episode of the 
story of Jecob and Eseu in the 
33rd chapter of Genesis 

The first of these 1s “But 
Esau ran to meet him and em- 
braced him and fell on his nock 
and kissed him and they wept” 
(33.1) And the key wordin this 
verse 1s the word “But,” for 
everything in this verse stand 
Incontrast to what went before 
it_ the enmity between Jacob 
and Esau. Jacob's exile, his de- 
cision to return, and his appre- 
ciation as he anticipates his 
meeting with Esau 

We can understand hat he 
must have been feeling “And 
Jacob Iifted up his eyes and 
looked, and behold, Esau was 
coming, and fourhundred men 
with him”! Was this to be the 
day of reckoning for what he 
had done so many years ago” 
We've got to give him credit he 
possibly could heve turned 
around and escaped But, in- 
stead. as he had with Laban, he 
decided to make the best of the 
situation. dividing hislarge reti- 
nue in half for their secunty. 
and bowing seven times, he 
approached his brother As “he 
came near to his brother.” his 
heart must have been in his 
throat’ 


BUT ESAU KAN 

“But Esau ran to meet him 
andembracedhim “If Jacob 
had changed, so had Esau He 
was still impulsive, still emo- 
tional. but obviously he had long 
ago forgiving his brother Jacob 
stllisnt sure whether to trust 
Esau. perhaps he's simply 
awaiting hischance for revenge 
So. he offers his people and 
possessions to Esau to assuage 


any remaining hostility And 
even when [seu protests that 
he hesenough for himself, that 
he doesn't need any gifts, Jacob 
persists “No, if | have found 
fevor in your sight, then accept 
my present from my hand” 

And then follows the sovond 
great verse ofthischapter “for 
truly to sce your fece 1s like 
secing the face of God, with 
such fevor you have received 
me” (33:10) 

I heve read this passage 
many times, but on this read- 
ing for the first time I saw the 
interesting link between “the 
face of God” which he now saw 
in his brother's face, and the 
fece of God which he expen- 
enced at the River Jabbok the 
night before “I have seen God 
face to face, and yet my life is 
preserved” (32 30) That was e 
great mystical experience, but 
in Genesis 33 Jacob 1s indicat- 
ing that the God he saw 1n his 
brother's face 1s no less inspir- 
Ing 

ACCEPT MY GIFT 

In the past we've regarded 
Eseu es @ rough-end-tumble 
men, insensitive tothe nuances 
of other people's thoughts and 
feelings Butinthisincident we 
can see that Esau has become 
more perceptive too Jacob 1s 
intent on giving Esau some- 
thing as agift “Accept, I pray 
you, my gift that 1s brought to 
you, beceuse God has dealt gra- 
ciously with me, and because | 
havo enough ” 

The old Eseu would have 
continued torefuse Jacob's gift 
Just as many of us find it more 
comfortable to be the giver 
rether than the receiver, so 
Eseu might have continued to 
refuse But Esau must have 
reshzed that sometimes, when 
someone has done wrong and 
knows it, that person may need 
to do something or give some- 
thing as partial atonement 
Eseu did not need any gift from 
Jacob, but ho realized that it 
was Jacob's needtogive So, for 
his sake, he took it 

It 1s wonderful to have an 
experience like Jacob's by the 
River Jabbok But it is even 
more wonderful tobe able to see 
God in the face of our brother-- 
e}l of our brothers and all of our 
sisters

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Bentley Announces 
Candidacy For 


Md. Governor 

Saying that, "State Gov- 
ernment in Maryland needs 
a shot in the arm” to im- 
prove the state’s business 
climate, create new jobs, get 
tougher on violent criminals, 
and improve the system of 
education, U.S. Representa- 
tive Helen D. Bentley (R- 
Lutherville) has formally 
announced her candidacy for 
governor of Maryland. 

Bentley, characterizing 
her record in Congress as 
one of “conservatism with 
compassion,” and her govern- 
mental philosophy based on 
“simple, common-sense, yet 
powerful principles,” stressed 
the need to bring fresh

The five-term Congress- 
woman said that, during the 
course of the campaign, she 
will provide voters with "spe- 
cific proposals--with specific 
obyectives--designed to over- 
haul, reform, and change our 
economy, ourcriminal justice 
system and our education 
system for the better; change 
to address Maryland's real 
needs of tomorrow, not just 
the easy quick fix for today." 

Bentley noted that al- 
though the Democrats con- 
trol the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives, and write most of 
the bills that become law, 
seven of the 70 GOP-spon-

sion of Congress were writ- 
ten by her. 

"I offer my track record as 
an effective legislator--and 
successfully being able to 
work cooperatively--to dem- 
onstrate the type of ‘get 
things done’ governor I hope 
to be,” she said. 

Bentley also declared that 
Marylanders are best served 
by a "healthy two-party sys-

FIVE WAYS TO COOK A 
TURKEY 

Everyone has a favorite 
way to cook a turkey. Christ- 
mas and Thanksgiving are 
crowned with a turkey din- 
ner. Recipes have been 
passed down at least from 
grandmother's time and each 
generation has tried to im- 
prove and put their special 
touch on how the food is 
prepared. 

A new health conscious- 
ness almost dictates that one 
go easy on fat and add plen- 
ty of vegetables. Holidays 
would not be the same with- 
out a mouth-watering meal, 
so what is one to do? Lucki- 
ly, we do not have to forego 
an excellent dinner if we 
want to eat healthy too. And 
a little change may be very 
enjoyable. 

Buy one pound of turkey 
per person if the bird weighs 
less than 12 pounds; 3/4 
pounds if the turkey is over 
12 pounds and allow 4 
pound per person of turkey 


breast. When ready to pre- 
pare turkey, empty the in- 
side of the neck and giblets, 
rinse the turkey in and out- 
side with cold water. 

Food safety starts with 
the defrosting process. There 
are only two recommended 
methods: in the refrigerator 
or in cold water. Keep the 
meat cold and cook right 
after the turkey is defrosted. 
In the refrigerator allow 24 
hours for each 5 lbs. of 
whole turkey, 1 to 2 days for 
turkey breast and 24 hours 
for other turkey parts. To 
defrost in cold water be sure 
that the water does not 
warm up during the defrost- 
ing process. Allow 30 min- 
utes per pound of meat, 4 to 
8 hours for turkey breast 
and 2 to 2% hours for other 
turkey parts. 

Prepare % cup of stuffing 
per pound of turkey; 34 cup 
if the turkey weighs more 
than 10 pounds. Add 30 
minutes to the roasting time 
for stuffed turkey, but do 
not stuff it until the turkey 
is ready to go into the oven. 
Bake extra stuffing in a 
covered pan alongside of the 
turkey the last 40 minutes of 
roasting time. 

The OVEN COOKING 
BAG METHOD is the self 
basting method of cooking 
turkey. The meat will be 
tender and juicy and there is 
no mess to clean up. For 
easy slicing let stand 15 
minutes in the bag before 
carefully opening the bag. 
FOIL TENT METHOD is 
probably the most traditional 
way to cook turkey. A tent 
of heavy duty foil keeps the 
turkey from over- -browning 
and juice’ from spattering. 
The MICROWAVE METH- 
OD should only be applied 


to small turkeys and turkey 
breasts. An oven cooking bag 
can be used in this appli- 
ance. The skin will not be 
crisp and the browning de- 
rived from seasoning. Let 
stand according to recom- 
mendations before slicing for 
proper doneness. 

A real time saver when 
cooking turkey is the FOIL 
WRAPPED METHOD. Here 
the turkey will be wrapped 
completely in heavy duty 
aluminum foil and baked at 
a temperature of 450° F. To 
brown, fold back foil for the 
last 30 minutes of cooking 
time. Let stand 15 minutes 
in the foil before slicing. A 
lesser known, but delicious 
way to cook turkey is on the 
grill. For this you need a 
covered barbecue grill and 
heavy duty aluminum foil. 
The inside of the meat will 
have a pink color, not to be 
confused with meat that is 
undercooked. Also let this 
turkey stand in the foil for 
15 minutes before slicing. 

Proper handling of food 
and knowing how to test for 
doneness can assure a safe 
meal. A meat thermometer 
is the best way. Insert it into 
the thickest part of the inner 
thigh, not touching the bone. 
The turkey is done when the 
thert meter reads 180 to 
185° F. A turkey breast can 
be checked the same way 
and it is done when the 
reading is between 170 and 
175° F. If you do not have a 
thermometer, press the 
thickest part of the drum- 
stick with protected fingers. 
If the meat feels soft and the 
drumstick twists easily in 
the socket, the turkey is 
done. You can also insert a 
long-tined fork in the thick- 
est part of the turkey thigh. 
If the juice is clear, not pink, 
the turkey is done.

Art Residency At 
Hickory Center 

A total of six Southern 
High School art students 
recently completed a four- 
day arts residency at the 
Hickory Environmental 
Education Center. The stu- 
dents, part of art instructor 
Sonia Pratt's advanced art 
class and under the direction 
of Artista-in-Education resi- 
dent artist Don Cook, com- 
pleted a group of outdoor 
site sculptures on the 
grounds of the Hickory Cen- 
ter during their stay. 

"The residency was de- 
signed to encourage a sensi- 
tivity and responsiveness to 
the environment, and the 
students centered their pro- 
jects on the basic natural 
elements -- earth, air, fire, 
and water,” stated Cook. 
“Works were designed to 
integrate empathetically into 
the Hickory Center's natural 
setting with minimal envi- 
ronmental impact, using 
downed materials and tem- 
porary construction tech- 
niques.” 

Completed projects 
ranged from a five-foot 
square enclosure capped 
with an earthen mound, 
embellished with patterned 
stones and ferns, to a small

buat censtructed of heart- 
shaped branches with woven 
iris blades and vine, noted 
Cook. Other works, reflect- 
ing a diversity of natural 
Phenomena from ice and 
snow to the position of stars 
in the night sky, included a 
large spiral of stones, leaves, 
and pine branches located in 
a meadow, a swing of bran- 
ches which responded to 
Passing breezes, "a delicate 
crown” composed of a stone 
ring, snow, icicles and ber- 
ries, a stone gateway which 
marked a pine enclosure, an 
arrangement of burning 
candles which formed the 
pattern of the fall constella- 
tion Taurus in a darkened 
glade, a bleak stone cairn 
posed under a power-line 
tower, and a small conical 
house of stone and branches 
marking the end of a corri- 
dor of pine trees. 

"The diversity and power 
of these works reflected both 
the students’ imaginative 
responses to natural materi- 
als, setting, and phenomena, 
and the rich variety of ter- 
rain and resources available 
at the Hickory Environmen- 
tal Education Center site,” 
said Cook. 

In addition to artist Don 
Cook and the Hickory Cen- 
ter staff, on-site support 
assistance was also provided 
by Southern High School art 
instructors Sonia Pratt and 
Linda Reeves-Cook. Partici- 
pating residency students 
included Jaska Bolden, Andy 
Craver, Shannon Dabney, 
Melissa Sines, Crystal Stacy, 
and Jeremy Warnick. 

During the course of the 
residency, visiting day stu-

USDA Report: NAFTA Will Mean 
More Jobs For U.S. Ag Sector 


The increase in U.S. agri- 
cultural exports to Mexico 
from the North American 
Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) should create an 
additional 56,000 jobs, says 
Keith Collins, USDA’s acting 
assistant secretary for eco- 
nomics. 

"U.S. agricultural exports 
to Mexico are expected to 
reach $10.1 billion by year 
2008 when NAFTA is fully 


implemented," says Collins. 
"This compares to an esti- 
mate of $7.5 billion without 
NAFTA. 

Based on a recently com- 
pleted update of USDA’s 
March 1993 report, "Effects 
of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement on U.S. 
Agricultural Commodities,” 
NAFTA would result in an 
increase of $2.6 billion in 
US. agricultural exports to

The largest commodity 
mcerease under NAFTA is 
pegged for cattle, at $880 
million of additional exports, 
followed by pork, $440 mil- 
lion; corn, $280 million; soy- 
beans, $220 million; beef and 
dairy products, both $140 
million; fruits, $125 million; 
poultry, $50 million; and 
vegetables and wheat, both 
projected at $40 million. 
Other commodities are ex- 
pected to register additional 
exports of $275 million. 

‘The United States ex- 
ported $3.8 billion of agricul- 
tural products to Mexico in 
1992," says Collins. “This 
was 40 percent above the 
level in 1990 when NAFTA 
negotiations were announc- 
ed. Agricultural exports at 
the 1992 level accounted for 
111,000 jobs." 

Collins notes that USDA 
analysts have determined 
what the change in trade 
value for U.S. exports to 
Mexico, for selected farm 
commodities, will be in 2008 
with the agreement, com- 
pared to the absence of an 
agreement. He says the year 
2008 was chosen to reflect 
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the maximum transition 
period for full implementa- 
tion of the agreement’s pro- 
vision for agriculture. 

The estimates of jobs gen- 
erated by greater farm ex- 
ports under NAFTA are 
derived from a large input- 
output model of the U.S. 
economy. This mode! main- 
tained by the Department’s 
Economic Research Service, 
associates labor require- 
ments with agricultural 
commodity production and 
use. As farm exports rise, 
the model estimates the 
increase in farm production 
and the related increase in 
jobs on farms and in other 
industries that are affected 
by the higher farm produc- 
tion. Because labor becomes 
more productive over time, 
less labor will be needed in 
the future to export a given 
volume of farm product. 
These estimates of jobs cre- 
ated after full NAFTA imple- 
mentation, are adjusted for 
the expected increase in U.S. 
labor productivity during the 
NAFTA phase-in period.

Gimpel, who is in charge of 
MDA programs protecting

Debris Burning 
Advised During 
Winter Months 


Landowners outside of 
incorporated towns inter- 
ested in burning brush and 
debris are advised to do so 
during winter weather. Ac- 
cording to the Open Air 
Burning Regulations, Title 8, 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Subtitle .07, Mary- 
land Forest, Park & Wildlife 
Service, “burning may occur 
at anytime when the ground 
is covered with snow, if all 
other requirements are met.” 

The open air burning 
regulations apply to activities 
in woodland and within 200 
feet of woodland, or a flam- 
mable material that could 
carry fire to the woodland. 
There should be a firebreak 
at least 10 feet wide around 
the fire and adequate per- 
sonnel and equipment pres- 
ent to control the fire. The 
fire should be out cold before 
all personnel leave the scene. 

Landowners that wish to 
do some open air burning 
while the ground is covered 
with snow are still required 
to obtain a burning permit 
from the health department. 
These permits can be ob- 
tained by simply contacting 
the Garrett County Health 
Department, Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m., at 334-8980. Once 
this permit has been ob- 
tained, the landowner should 
contact the Garrett County 
Office of Emergency Man- 
agement at its non-emergen- 
cy number (301-334-1929) 
prior to burning, which will

Recycling Books 
Available From 
Voters’ League 





The League of Women 
Voters has recently pub- 
lished two new recycling- 
related publications, The 
Garbage Primer and The 
Plastic Waste Primer, ‘both 
from Lyons & Burford, 
$10.95). 

The Garbage Primer 
accomplishes what its title 
suggests: It teaches the prin- 
ciples of garbage, as they 
stand in the early ’90s. 

It states, “In 1990, 67 per- 
cent of our garbage was 
buried in the country’s 6,000 
landfills, 16 percent was 
burned in 176 incinerators 
and waste-to-energy 
plants..and 17 percent was 
recycled and composted. By 
1995, EPA estimates that 58 
percent of our garbage will 
be sent to landfills, 17 per- 
cent burned, and 25 percent 
recycled and composted * 

The primer explains these 
garbage treatments citing 
economic and environmental 
considerations for each and 
discussing current debates 
regarding the practices 

While the book states 
that more individuals are 
returning to these time-hon- 
ored practices, there is con- 
siderable debate over the 
economic feasibility of fur- 
ther recycling and the devel- 
opment of markets for recy- 
clable products ” 

The primer also notes 
that garbage fees should 
"reflect the full costs of 
waste management, and con-

sumers should be charged 
for what they throw out, 
either in volume--or weight- 
based collection rates.” 

Basic recycling terms and 
programs, the destiny of 
recyclables after they leave 
the curb or drop-off site and 
the basics of composting, all 
are explained. And the nega- 
tives of recycling, such as 
pollution, are not ignored. 

The book points to source 
reduction as the first step in 
managing waste. 

The League's Plastic 
Waste Primer concentrates 
on what happens to discard- 
ed milk jugs, detergent bot- 
tles, and like items. 

The primer states that 
plastics account for a little 
more than 8 percent of the 
municipal solid waste gener- 
ated, “putting plastics far 
behind paper and paper- 
board (38 percent) and yard 
wastes (18 percent), and 
roughly even with metals.” 
But only about 2 percent of 
plastic waste is being re- 
claimed. 

Disposing of plastics has 
its special problems. This 
book explains in simple 
language how plastics are 
formed and discusses the 
additives used in manufac- 
turing and the problems 
they can cause later. 

It addresses strengthen- 
ing the recycled plastics 
market, noting that pros- 
pects for a better market 
depend on both consumers 
and industry. Americans 
have to buy products made 
from recycled resins, such as 
carpets, fiberfill, and drain- 
age pipes that already are 
available Those purchases 
will give industry the capital 
and incentive to develop new 
products.

Education Week 
Highlights What's 
Right With Schools 


November 14-20 is Ameri- 
can Education Week and 
local communities through- 
out Maryland are celebrating 
their schools. 

And there’s plenty to 
celebrate, according to the 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association (MSTA) - from 
the achievements of individ- 
ual students and teachers to 
the significant reform efforts 
that are changing the entire 
process of teaching and 
learning. 

“Schools have been in the 
spotlight for more than a 
decade,” says Karl Pence, 
president of the 44,000-mem- 
ber MSTA, “but there’s a lot 
of| good news that’s been 
overlooked.” 

Pence offers some exaun- 
ples: 

*Public confidence in 
schools is up. The 1993 Phi 
Delta Kavpa'Gallup poll on 
public attitudes about educa- 
tion found 47 percent of the 
public now rate their local 
schools with an A or a B. 
That’s a 7 percent increase 
over the previous year. And 
parents with children in 
public schools rate their local 
schools even higher. An 
impressive 72 percent of 
those parents gave them an 
Aor B. 

*SAT scores have risen 
Yor the past 17 years for 
every group of minority 
students. And today a much 
broader cross-section of high 
school seniors take the SAT 
than ever before. 

*The number of high 
school students taking Ad- 
vanced Placement tests for 
college credit has more than 
tripled since 1978. Then, 
some 90,000 students took 
the AP tests for college cred- 
it. In 1990, the number 
jumped to 324,000 students. 

*The United States hes 
one of the highest rates of 
college attendance in the 
world. 

"Schools have come under 
close scrutiny as the county 
has refocused on education 
as the way to achieve our 
national economic goals,” 
adds Pence. “Being in the 
media spotlight is healthy in 
a democratic society. It can 
lead to constructive change.” 

MSTA believes, however, 
thet myths about public 
school failure have been 
dominating news coverage 
for the past decade. Those 
myths are countered by facts 
in an MSTA publication, 
Myths vs. Reality. Copies are 
available by calling MSTA, 
(800) 448-6782. 

“The truth is, there are 
wonderful things taking 
place in Maryland's schools 





and classrooms every day,” 
Pence says “There's still s 
lot to be done,” he added 
"Educators need help and 
support from the entire 
community - business lead- 
ers as well as parents — to 
really make a difference in 
students’ lives” 

The theme for this year’s 
American Education Week 
observance is "Better Schools 
Shape Better Tomorrows.” 
Wednesday of American 
Education Week was set 
aside to pay tribute to educa- 
tion paraprofessionals, food 
service employees, bus driv- 
ers, maintenance workers, 
secretaries, and other school 
support personnel. On No- 
vember 17, parents, teachers, 
and other members of the 
community recognized the 
unique and significant con- 
tributions may by school 
support employees.

Fiscal year 1993 net earn- 
ings as well as quarterly 
earnings were affected by 
major accounting actions and

Thres 
new accounting standards 
produced an 83 cents per 
share net increase in net 
income in the first quarter 
while the three other items, 
of. which two are designed to 
strengthen the company, 
produced an aggregate de-

In August, the company 
adopted three new account- 
ing standards that relate to 
employee postretirement and 
postemployment benefits as 
well as income taxes. As a 
result, first quarter earnings 
were restated to increase net 
income by 83 cents per 
share. 

The company also an- 
nounced plans in August for 
a restructuring program to 


improve productivity and 
significantly reduce costs. In 
addition, the company extin- 
guished high-coupon, long- 
term debt and replaced it 
with lower interest rate long- 
term debt.

A company spokesman 
said that another factor that 
affected fourth quarter re- 
sults was an increase in the 
company’s corporate tax rate 
which decreased net income 
by 19 cents per share.

Garrett County has been 
chosen to receive $25,169 to 
help supplement food and 
shelter programs in the 
county, according to Garrett 
County Community Action 
Committee Operations Direc- 
tor Pam Nelson. 

The selection was made 
by a national board chaired 
by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA), and consists of 
representatives from the 
Salvation Army, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the Council 
of Jewish Federations, Cath- 
olic Charities, the National 
Council of Churches of 
Christ, and the Unltad Way 
of America, which will pro- 
vide administrative staff and 
function as the fiscal agent. 

The board was charged to 
distribute funds appropriated 
by Congress to help expand 
the capacity of food and 
shelter programs in high 
need areas around the coun- 
try. A local board, made up 
of representatives frem vari- 
ous county organizations will 
determine how the funds are 
to be distributed among the 
emergency food and shelter 
programs operated by local 
service organizations in the 
area. The local board is 
responsible for recommend- 
ing agencies to receive these 
and any additional funds 
under this phase of the pro- 
gram 

According to the terms of 
the grant, local governmen- 
tal or private voluntary 
organizations chosen to 
receive funds must be non- 
profit; have an accounting 
system and conduct an an- 
nual audit; practice non- 
discrimination; have demon-

County Clerk Responds To Allegations Of 


Improperly Bidding Equipment Purchase 


Garrett County Clerk 
Robert Fousek this week 
presented a formal response 
to recent allegations that, as 
Garrett County Roads De- 
partment Administrator, he 
awarded a $1.3 million bid 
for heavy equipment to a 
John Deere dealer in Frost- 
burg without going through 
tha proper bid procesa. 

The allegation was made 
in early November by Don 
Herman and Phil Beckwith, 
both sales representatives of 
other heavy equipment 
companies, who told the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers that they were not aware 
the county had solicited bids 
for the purchase of the 
equipment, which included 
graders and loaders, since 
the bidding was done 
through letters sent to only 
the John Deere dealers. 

At that time, Fousek 
responded to the men by 
saying that the process was 
legal, referring to a law in 
the Annotated Code of 
Maryland. There were also 
reports at that time that the 
law was the result of a bill 
submitted to the General 
Assembly by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 


However, Edwards told 
The Republican newspaper 
that he had, indeed, not 
introduced such a bill, and 
referred only to a bill that 
allows the county some lati- 
tude in the bid process only 


if the purchase does not 
exceed $1,500, saying that 
the amount specified had 
changed over the years to 
accommodate rising costs. 

Herman not only ques- 
tioned the legality of the 
purchase process but also 
claimed that the county did 
not evaluate other compa- 
nies. If an evaluation had 
been made, he said, the 
taxpayers may have been 
saved some money. 

In Fousek’s formal and 
most recent response to 
those allegations, he said, 
“One of my primary goals 
was to purchase the right 
equipment at the best possi- 
ble price. In order to accom- 
plish this task, I utilized a 
combined bid package, that 
is to bid graders and loaders 
together to achieve economy 
of scale and match our 
equipment needs in the field 
to the equipment being pur- 
chased. 

"The process was in no 
way arbitrary or capricious. 
The process began in April 
1993 and culminated in a bid 
solicitation and an award at 
the end of July 1993. During 
this four-month time period, 
several lengthy meetings 
occurred with the three area 
roads supervisors and my- 
self. These discussions cen- 
tered on their equipment 
needs to properly construct, 
maintain, and service their 
roads, as well as the off-the-

Advisory Comm. Recommends Funding 
Options For Solid Waste Mgmt. System 


After several months of 
intense meetings that were 
largely occupied by the prob- 
lem of how to best finance 
the county’s solid waste 
management system, the 
Garrett County Solid Waste 
and Recycling Advisory Com- 
mittee thia week presented 
its recommendations to the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers. Among those recommen- 
dations was a proposal to 
help offset the increasing 
costs of solid waste manage- 
ment by imposing an ad 
valorem tax on county prop- 
erty owners. 

Chairperson Jerry Herpel, 
in a prepared statement 
about each of the commit- 
tee’s recommendations, stat- 
ed, “As with any proposed 
funding scheme, we are sure 
that this one will be contro- 
versial. However, of all the 
proposals the committee 
considered, this one ap- 
peared to be the fairest in 
raising the required amount 
of revenue. The conumnittee is 
more than willing to partici- 
pate in hearings with your 
office to air these proposals 


with the public.” 

Herpel noted that the 
committee has taken testi- 
mony and received recom- 
mendations from municipali- 
ties, solid waste haulers, 
property owners, contractors, 
and concattied citizens dur- 
ing its meetings, and that 
the committee itself ie com- 
posed of members with a 
“wide variety of viewpoints.” 

Herpel also pointed out 
that the cost of financing 
and operating the new solid 
waste disposal and recycling 
center, closing the existing 
Round Glade Landfill, and 
operating the satellite collec- 
tion centers throughout the 
county will be “great,” and 
that future costs will also be 
incurred in maintaining and 
expanding the system. 

“The committee has esti- 
mated that, at a minimum, 
$1.8 million will be needed 
annually to manage the 
overall system and to pro- 
vide funds for anticipated 
future capital expenditures,” 
he told the commissioners.

Newsprint Recycling Business Signs 
Contract Of Agreement With County 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners recently entered 
into a long-term contract 
with a local company, known 
as News For Moos, for the 
recycling of all newsprint 
placed in the recycling bins 
at the various county refuse 
collection centers ~ effective- 
ly bringing the county one 
step closer to a successful 
recycling program, according 
to Rodney Glotfelty, director 
of the Garrett County Office 
of Solid Waste and Recy- 
cling. 

Owned and operated by 
Terry Hauser, News For 
Moos has processing facilities 
located off: the Cash Valley 
Road near Red House. After 
newsprint is taken to the 
facility, it is shredded and 
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baled for shipment to poul- 
try farms where it is utilized 
as a bedding material for the 
animals. 

Glotfelty stated that the 
newsprint has been going to 
Hauser’s facility intermit- 
tently over the past ‘year. 
"Thia contract is important 
in that it guarantees that 
the county will now have a 
stable market for recycled 
newsprint within its own 
borders,” he said. 

While the county will not 
receive monetary compensa- 
tion for the newsprint at this 
time, excessive hauling costs 
will be avoxled by not having 
to ship the paper outskle of 
the area, Glotfelty noted. 

Hauser said that he start- 
ed the business in response 
to conversations with dairy 
farmers in the area who 
indicated they would like to 
use the newsprint for bed- 
ding but that none of them 
owned expensive shredding 
machines. 

He stated that a study 
had also been conducted at 
West Virginia University, the 
results of which indicated 
that farmers would use 
newsprint for bedding if 
priced competitively with 
other bedding materials such 
as straw and sawdust. (Giot- 
felty added that newsprint 
performs better than the 
other materials in keeping 
odors at a minimum.)

Beall To Serve 
20 Years For 
Brady Murder 


The man convicted of 
fatally shooting a Swanton 
woman was sentenced last 
week to 20 years in the 
Maryland Department of 
Corrections. George H. Beall 
Jr., 39, was given the term 
by Garrett County Court 
Judge Fred A. Thayer. 

The defendant entered an 
alford plea of guilty to sec- 
ond degree murder in early 
September, having been 
accused of killing Virginia 
Ellen Brady, 31, on the night 
of February 14. At that time, 
Beall was apparently en- 
gaged in domestic problems 
with his estranged wife, 
Carolyn J. Beall, and the two 
began to argue at Razz- 
berry’s Sports Bar. Beall left 
the restaurant and was fol- 
lowed by Ms. Brady, who 
was a friend of Mrs. Beall. 

A short time later, the 
defendant shot Ms. Brady in 
the head, killing her. He 
then shot himself, aiming 
the .32 calibre handgun into 
his chin. While he suffered 
critical injuries from the self- 
inflicted wound, he did re- 
cover after several months. 
There was some question 
earlier in the summer if he 
was competent to stand trial, 
as he did suffer a degree of 
brain damage He was found 
to be competent, however, 
and the proceedings contin- 
ued. 

The sentence hearing 
lasted nearly two hours, 
according to reports, during 
which family members and 
friends described Beall to the

who are filling the bench until a new local judge is

In some cirvlee Judge Turney was thought to be too 
lenient with hig sentencing, however, a quick compar- 
ison of his sentences with those of recent weeks makes 
Turney look almost like a “hanging judge” 

The most glaring difference is in the sentencing for 
DWI ‘driving while intoxicated: cases. While Turney 
would routinely sentence convicted defendants to 12 
months of supervised probation and $500 fines (usually 
with $200 or $300 suspended’, our visiting judges are 
handing down sentences that include much emaller 
fines and usually no more than six months of super- 
vised probation. Many more are getting probation 
before judgment, which 1s something Judge Turney 
rarely even considered 

Leniency in sex offense cases 1s just as disturbing, as 
Most offenders are receiving little more than a slap on 
the wnst for their cnmes. 

We know for a fact that our law enforcement offi- 
cers are upset about the situation, and we certainly 
understand their frustration. In the case of DWI 
offenders, local police have obviously been working 
hard to remove these people from the roadways. This 
1s evidenced by the large number of arrests that are 
reported on a regular basis. But their efforts are 
basically futile if our court system continues to allow 
these abusers to get right back behind the wheel. 

Is it because these visiting judges are from the city 
courts, where DWI ranks so low on the “crime meter” 
Were Judge Turney’s sentences unusually severe for 
DWT? Is the state’s attorney's office doing its job in 
preparing for and prosecuting these cases? We don't 
really know the answers to these questions, but we 
have our suspicions 

Meanwhile, drunk drivers continue to kill thousands 
of innocent people every year and convicted sex offend- 
ers continue to walk the streets. 

We certainly hope that our new district court judge 
is appointed soon and, more importantly, we hope he 
will be at least as tough on drunk drivers as was Judge 
Turney, if not tougher.

To the Editor: 

There is a great need in 
our county that is not being 
met. Garrett County does 
not have a shelter for bat- 
tered women and their chil- 
dren. Domestic violence does 
occur in this community 
When women have been 
abused in their own homes, 
they need a place to go 
where they can feel safe. 
Such a place does not exist 
in Garrett County at this 
time These women and 
children have nowhere to go 
when thev fear for their 
safety 

We are one of only two 
counties in Marland that 
does not have a battered 
women’s shelter. The closest 
shelter for battered women 
is in Cumberland. Though 
women from Garrett County 
have the option to go to this 
shelter, this is not an answer 
to the problem. Many wom- 
en have children in school 
and do not want to take 
them out. Also, the women 
must come back to Oakland 
to get services such as 
AFDC, food stamps, energy 
assistance and housing assis- 
tance The women must also 
come back to Oakland for 
court hearings It is difficult 
to arrange transportation to 
and from the shelter for 
these appuintments 

We need a local shelter 
that is close to county agen- 
Cles, easy to get to in emer- 
gency situations, and pro- 
vides the least disruption 
possible in the lives of wom- 
en and children Keep in 
mind that our county has an 
animal shelter, but not a 
battered woman's shelter 
The Garrett County Com- 
mission for Women wanted 
to make your readers aware 
of this need

Having served with the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers for many years as a 
contracting officer I find 
your November 11 article 
about the bidding method 
used by the county to pur- 
chase a reported 1 3 million 
dollars worth of road graders 
and loaders to be most per- 
plexing 

It is hardly possible for 
me to believe tliat the coun- 
ty could legally purchase said 
road equipment without 

ublicly advertising for bids. 

finave never ever witnessed 
any procurement of this 
dollar magnitude where 
bidding was not open to all 
manufacturersofcompetitive 
equipment, except in cases of 
public exigency which cer- 
tainly did not exist in this 
procurement 

I also challenge the state- 
ment of County Administra- 
tor Robert Fousek that Dis- 
trict 1-A Delegate George C 
Edwards introduced and the 
Legislature passed a law to 
allow Garrett County the 


latitude of making this kind 
of purchase without going 
through the parent bid 
solicitation process. To the 
contrary, the enumerated 

wers in Article 25 of the 
Maryland Annotated Code 
prosises for competitive 
idding for any Garrett 
County work and the mak- 
ing and awarding of con- 
tracts for the purchase of 
materials and supplies in 
excess of $5,000. Upon inqui- 
ry. the legislature liaison 
people in Annapolis could 
not find any bill or law that 
was passed to change this 
requirement. | have written 
to Delegate Edwards and 
look forward to his reply on 
this matter. Perhaps the 
delegate can clear this mat- 
ter 

Perhaps the county com- 
missioners have been hood- 
winked by the county admin- 
istrator into believing that 
taking bids from two John 
Deere distributors. to the 
exclusion of any other equip- 
ment manufacturer, is com- 
petitive bidding. To the 
rancor of the Caterpillar 
equipment distributor, who 
questioned the sole source 
procurement, one commis- 
sioner commented that John 
Deere equipment is better 
suited to the climate of Gar- 
rett County. Does the com- 
missioner really believe that? 
Is that a justifiable reason in 
the commissioner’s mind for 
not taking bids from other 
manufacturers of equipment 
which is competitive with 
John Deere and sold for use 
in climatic conditions 
throughout the United 
States and, for that matter, 
worldwide? 

It is unfortunate that it 1s 
not possible now to specifi- 
cally determine how much 
could have been saved by 
competitive bidding--perha 
$150,000 to $200,000. 5 
make an estimate of such 
savings, copies of the 
county's contract with the 
John Deere distributor have 
been requested for compari- 
son with sales of like equip- 
ment by other manufactur- 
ers. So far the requested 
copies have not been forth-

We are becoming quite disturbed with the proceed- 
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coming and it is doubtful 
they will be provided. 

Perhaps the commission- 
ers cannot be faulted too 
much. They are in a captive 
position wherein they must 
rely on Robert Fousek who 
wears two hats. As the 
County Roads Department 
administrator he can decide 
on John Deere equipment 
and as county administrator 
can purchase John Deere 
equipment. Sort of, I handle 
the money and I'll buy what 
I want. 

The real culprits in this 
shoddy, if not illegal, pro- 
curement are the citizens of 
Garrett County. Over the 
vears Garrett citizens have 
had a laid-back attitude, 
fearful of questioning or 
criticizing our county gov- 
ernment or even taking an 
interest in our county gov- 
ernment. One citizen came 
to me with information 
about a fraudulent opera- 
tion, but said he was afraid 
to report it because his 
brother worked for the 
County Roads Department 
and would be fired. Another 
example of the many that 
could be cited is the award 
of the annual county audit 
contract. For many years the 
audit contracts have been 
awarded to a Bethesda firm 
although there are local 
firms well qualified to do the 
auditing if given the oppor- 
tunity. One year the com- 
missionersreluctantly agreed 
they should advertise for the 
audit and a well-qualified 
local firm was the low bid- 
der. However, it was the 
county administrator who 
decided the contract would 
be awarded to the high 
bidder-that same Bethesda 
firm. Did anyone protest or 
complain? Not that I know 
of

“There is an appeal pro- 
cess with the IAC," 
Ryscavage said in a later 
interview. “We could appeal 
anything they may recom- 
mend, but the time involved 
in that process could be a 
real problem.” 

The education board met 
Monday afternoon to vote on 
its recommendation, and the 
consolidation option passed 
in a four-to-one vote, with 
Charlotte Sebold voting 
against. Mrs. Sebold read a 
prepared statement to the 
other board members and 
the superintendent. stating 
her support of the communi- 
ty school concept “because I 
believe that long-term value 
of community based schools 
cannot be measured in dol- 
lars” 

In a later interview, she 
indicated that if the state 
truly would not fund the two 
school option, she would 
have to support the consoli- 
dated facility. While she did 
not state that she did not 
believe Ryscavage's report 
from the state, she did say 
that she would like to see 
the IAC designees’ response 
in their own writing. Ryscav- 
age told The Republican that 
he has already asked for 
such a document, and it is 
expected in the next several 
days. 

Other school board mem- 
bers voiced their reasons for 
supporting a consolidated 
school. 

‘Whiat our values are and 
what our funding is are two 
different things,” said Mikal 
Moomau. "! don't believe 
that a building makes a good 
student. That concept and 
spirit is with the people here 
in Garrett County, and it 
can exist in any building, no 
matter what the size may be 

“We also have to remem- 
ber our other considerations 
with money - the salaries of 
our support personnel and 
teachers, the transportation 
funding that is apparently 
going to be cut next year, 
books and equipment - we 
always have to balance 
things. I believe the consoli- 
dation to be the best in the 
long-run.” 

Ryscavage concurred, 
Stating that “this can be 
looked on as a community 
school, depending on how 
the families and staff per- 
ceive it.” 

Board member Bryan 
Paugh said the saving of the 
two schools “would be nice, 
but really not feasible * 

Both Sebold and Hannah 
Sincell, board member, ex- 
pressed their wish that the 
new facility be centrally 
located between the two 
school communities, to be

fair. John Nelson, Office of 
Planning and Zoning, did 
indicate two weeks ago that 
an area along Rt. 219 South 
may be appropriate for the 
new building 

Commissioner John Bras- 
key was present at the Mon- 
day meeting, and Mrs. Sin- 
cell asked him several point- 
ed questions about the entire 
issue, including the commiss- 
ioners’ participation in the 
decision-making process. 

“I would think that you 
all would be paying very 
close attention to any major 
decision we have to make,” 
she said. "And here at the 
last minute, we have to go 
back and study something 
that a very qualified commit- 
tee already studied. One half 
of your budget goes to this 
system, but did any one of 
you go to a single (Southern

Committee member 
Wendy Bauer added that the 
committee attempted to 
“spread out the financial 
damage” among the county's 
residents and property own- 
ers so that no one segment 
of the population would he 
paying an unfair share of the 
costs. She also pointed out 
that Garrett County is "the 
last bastion of free trash 
disposal” in the state, noting 
that Anne Arundel County, 
for instance, has been charg- 
ing for such services for over 
20 years 

Herpe] then stated, "After 
long deliberation, not too 
much bickering, and public 
input, we have come up with 
these recommendations to 
lead us into the future.” 

Following is the list of 
recommendations made to 
the commissioners 

1. Continue to operate the 
six rural collection sites at or 
near their present locations. 
These sites must be fenced 
and gated to restrict access 
during non-operational 
hours. The sites should be 
manned during operational 
hours. Restricting access is 
necessary to eliminate up to 
30% of the refuse being 
deposited at some of the 
sites by non-county resi- 
dents.

ON UNDERSTANDING OUR INTERNAL 
CUSTOMERS 

In past articles, we have dealt with customers and 
meeting their expectations. We defined quality just that way 
-- consistently conforming to the expectations of our 
customers. But many of us never have any direct contact 
with the customers who buy our products. 

A secretary in a real estate office who spends her time 
preparing reports - not dealing with prospective buyers - 
might be uncertain about who her customer 1s. Someone 
who works in the bookkeeping area of a school might believe 
he or she doesn’t have any “customers.” And a truck driver 
who moves material from one location to another at a rock 
quarry is not likely to think in terms of serving the 
customer. ; 

But just as we have defined quality as meeting our 
customers’ expectations, we define a customer as anyone 
who uses our products and services. Every one of us 
produces something. We all have suppliers, who provide us 
with an unfinished product. We add value to that product 
and pass it on to someone else. And that someone else is our 
“customer.” If I work in a manufacturing operation my 
customer might be the next person in the assembly process. 
If 1 am a bookkeeper in a school my internal “customers” are 
often the various folks that provide service directly to 
external customers. And if my product is a real estate report 
prepared for one of the agency’s sales representatives, then 
that sales rep is my customer. In each of these cases | am 
adding value and passing on my product or service to my 
“internal customer.” 

We begin to improve our internal systems and provide 
quality products and services for external customers when 
we understand and meet the needs of our internal 
customers. Just as we ask our external customers how they 
find the quality of our products, we need to meet with our 
internal customers and see if they agree with our assessment 
of how we are meeting their needs. The job of each one ofius 
is to provide products or services for our customers, whether 


they are inside our outside the organization. 
re'll look further at how to identify our internal 
customers and find out how we are doing in meeting their 


needs in our next article.

Comes To GCC 


Phe information highway 
of the future has come to 
Garrett County with the 
wiring of fiber optic cable 
into Garrett Community 
College, one of the three 
western Maryland colleges to 
be the firat to join the state's 
distance learning network, 
according to a recent an- 
nouncement by a spokes- 
person from the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Co. 
of Maryland. 

Garrett now joins Alle- 
gany and Hagerstown com- 
munity colleges in the fiber 
optic video highway that 
ultimately will connect more 
than 200 sites throughout 
Maryland in one of the most 
advanced statewide distance 
learning networks in the 
nation. 

One classroom at each 
school has been equipped 
with video monitors, camer- 
as, microphones and associ- 
ated equipment -- and linked 
to the network - as a contri- 
bution by C&P to "jump- 
start” the use of distance 
learning. Installation began 
in early September. C&P 
simultaneously constructed 
the sophisticated fiber-optic 
network that joins these 
locations. 

These schools join the 
eight sites in Baltimore City 
and County that are already 
on the distance learning 
network, following successful 
trials there over the past two 
years. 

“Today is the first day of 
a new era for our schools,” 
said Garrett County College 
President Steve Herman.

In sume circles dudge Turney was thought to he too 
lenient with his sentencing. however, a quick compar- 
ison of his sentenci~ with those of recent weeks makes 
Turney look almost like a “hanging judge 

The most glaring difference is in the sentencing for 
DWI ‘driving while intoxicated: cases. While Turney 
would routinely sentence convicted defendants to 12 
months of supervised probation and $500 fines ‘usually 
with $200 or $300 suspended’. our visiting judges are 
handing down sentences that include much smaller 
fines and usually no more than six months of super- 
vised probation. Many more are getting probation 
before judgment, which is something Judge Turney 


rarely even considered 


Leniency in -ex offense cases is just as disturbing, as 
most offenders are receiving little more than a slap on 


the wnst for their enmes. 


We know for a fact that our law enforcement offi- 
cers are upset about the situation, and we certainly 


understand their frustration 


In the case of DWI 


offenders, local police have obviously been working 
hard to remove these people from the roadways. This 
la evidenced by the large number of arrests that are 
reported on a regular basis. But their efforts are 
basically futile if our court system continues to allow 
these abusers to get mght back behind the wheel. 

Is it because these visiting judges are from the city 
courts, where DWI ranks so low on the "crime meter™ 
Were Judge Turney’s sentences unusually severe for 
DWI?

ON UNDERSTANDING OUR INTERNAL 
CUSTOMERS 

In past articles, we have dealt with customers and 
meeting their expectations. We defined quality just that way 
-- consistently conforming to the expectations of our 
customers. But many of us never have any direct contact 
with the customers who buy our products. 

A secretary in a real estate office who spends her time 
preparing reports - not dealing with prospective buyers - 
might be uncertain about who her customer is. Someone 
who works in the bookkeeping area of a school might believe 
he or she doesn’t have any “customers.” And a truck driver 
who moves material from one location to another at a rock 
quarry is not likely to think in terms of serving the 
customer. ; 

But just as we have defined quality as meeting our 
customers’ expectations, we define a customer as anyone 
who uses our products and services. Every one of us 
produces something. We all have suppliers, who provide us 
with an unfinished product. We add value to that product 
and pass it on to someone else. And that someone else is our 
“customer.” If | work in a manufacturing operation my 
customer might be the next person in the assembly process. 
If | am a bookkeeper in a school my internal "customers" are 
often the various folks that provide service directly to 
external customers. And if my product is a real estate report 
prepared for one of the agency's sales representatives, then 
that sales rep is my customer. In each of these cases | am 
adding value and passing on my product or service to my 
“internal customer.” 

We begin to improve our internal systems and provide 
quality products and services for external customers when 
we understand and meet the needs of our internal 
customers. Just as we ask our external customers how they 
find the quality of our products, we need to meet with our 
internal customers and see if they agree with our assessment 
of how we are meeting their needs. The job of each one of us 
is to provide products or services for our customers, whether 


they are inside our outside the organization. 
fe'll look further at how to identify our internal 
customers and find out how we are doing in meeting their

However, it was the 
county administrator who 
decided the contract would 
be awarded to the high 
bidder-that same Bethesda 
firm. Did anyone protest or 
complain? Not that I know 
of.

“There is an appeal pro- 
cess with the IAC,” 
Ryscavage said in a later 
interview. "We could appeal 
anything they may recom- 
mend, but the time involved 
in that process could be a 
real problem.” 

The education board met 
Monday afternoon to vote on 
its recommendation, and the 
consolidation option passed 
in a four-to-one vote, with 
Charlotte Sebold voting 
against. Mrs. Sebold read a 
prepared statement to the 
other board members and 
the superintendent, stating 
her support of the communi- 
ty school concept “because | 
believe that long-term value 
of community based schools 
cannot be measured in dol- 
lars” 

In a later interview, she 
indicated that if the state 
truly would not fund the two 
school option, she would 
have to support the consoli- 
dated facility. While she did 
not state that she did not 
believe Ryscavage’s report 
from the state, she did say 
that she would like to see 
the IAC designees’ response 
in their own writing. Ryscav- 
age told The Republican that 
he has already asked for 
such a document, and it is 
expected in the next several 
days 

Other schoo] board mem- 
bers voiced their reasons for 
supporting a consolidated 
school. 

‘What our values are and 
what our funding is are two 
different things,” said Mikal 
Moomau. “I don't believe 
that a building makes a good 
student. That concept and 
spirit is with the people here 
in Garrett County, and it 
can exist in any building, no 
matter what the size may be 

"We also have to remem- 
ber our other considerations 
with money - the salaries of 
our support personnel and 
teachers, the transportation 
funding that is apparently 
going to be cut next year, 
books and equipment - we 
always have to balance 
things. I believe the consoli- 
dation to be the best in the 
long-run.” 

Ryscavage concurred, 
stating that “this can be 
looked on as a community 
school, depending on how 
the families and staff per- 
ceive it.” 

Board member Bryan 
Paugh said the saving of the 
two schools “would he nice, 
but really not feasible.” 

Both Sebold and Hannah 
Sincell, board member, ex- 
pressed their wish that the 
new facility be centrally 
located between the two 
school communities, to be 
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fair. John Nelson, Office of 
Planning and Zoning, did 
indicate two weeks ago that 
an area along Rt. 219 South 
may be appropriate for the 
new building 

Commissioner John Bras- 
key was present at the Mon- 
day meeting, and Mrs. Sin- 
cel] asked him several point- 
ed questions about the entire 
issue, including the commiss- 
ioners’ participation in the 
decision-making process. 

"I would think that you 
all would be paying very 
close attention to any major 
decision we have to make,” 
she said. "And here at the 
last minute, we have to go 
back and study something 
that a very qualified commit- 
tee already studied. One half 
of your budget goes to this 
system, but did any one of 
you go to a single {Southern 
Area Elementary School] 
committee meeting?” 

Braskey said that they 
had not. 

‘Well, you should have,” 
she said. 

Board President Beverly 
Murphy thanked the com- 
munities of Loch Lynn and 
Red House “for being so 
patient” during the process. 
She also stated that this 
project “needs to come to 
fruition.”

Committee member 
Wendy Bauer added that the 
committee attempted to 
“spread out the financial 
damage” among tlie county's 
residents and property own- 
ers so that no one segment 
of the population would be 
paying an unfair share of the 
costs. She also pointed out 
that Garrett County is “the 
last bastion of free trash 
disposal” in the state, noting 
that Anne Arundel County, 
for instance, has been charg- 
ing for such services for over 
20 years. 

Herpel then stated, “After 
long deliberation, not too 
much bickering, and public 
input, we have come up with 
these recommendations to 
lead us into the future.” 

Following is the list of 
recommendations made to 
the commissioners. 

1. Continue to operate the 
six rural collection sites at or 
near their present locations. 
These sites must be fenced 
and gated to restrict access 
during non-operational 
hours. The sites should be 
manned during operational 
hours. Restricting access is 
necessary to eliminate up to 
30% of the refuse being 
deposited at some of the 
sites by non-county resi- 
dents.

ON UNDERSTANDING OUR INTERNAL 
CUSTOMERS 

In past articles, we have dealt with customers and 
meeting their expectations. We defined quality just that way 

consistently conforming to the expectations of our 
customers. But many of us never have any direct contact 
with the customers who buy our products. 

A secretary in a real estate office who spends her time 
preparing reports - not dealing with prospective buyers - 
might be uncertain about who her customer 1s. Someone 
who works in the bookkeeping area of a school might believe 
he or she doesn’t have any “customers.” And a truck driver 
who moves material from one location to another at a rock 
quarry is not likely to think in terms of serving the 
customer. 

But just as we have defined quality as meeting our 
customers’ expectations, we define a customer as anyone 
who uses our products and services. Every one of us 
produces something. We all have suppliers, who provide us 
with an unfinished product. We add value to that product 
and pass it on to someone else. And that someone else is our 
“customer.” If | work in a manufacturing operation my 
customer might be the next person in the assembly process. 
If | am a bookkeeper in a school my internal “customers” are 
often the various folks that provide service directly to 
external customers. And if my product is 4 real estate report 
prepared for one of the agency’s sales representatives, then 
that sales rep is my customer. In each of these cases | am 
adding value and passing on my product or service to my 
“internal customer.” 

We begin to improve our internal systems and provide 
quality products and services for external customers when 
we understand and meet the needs of our internal 
customers. Just as we ask our external customers how they 
find the quality of our products, we need to meet with our 
internal customers and see if they agree with our assessment 
of how we are meeting their needs. The job of each one of us 
is to provide products or services for our customers, whether 





they are inside our outside the organization. 
We'll look further at how to identify our internal 
customers and find out how we are doing in mecting their 


needs in our next article. 
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landfill and disposed of at 
county taxpayers’ expense. 
Manning of the sites will 
also eliminate the abuse that 
is occurring related to illegal 
commercial dumping and 
depositing of refuse on the 
ground. Help and instruction 
can also be given to individu- 
als using the county’s recy- 
cling bins. 

2. Cars or pickups allowed 
access to the rural collection 
sites should be identified 
with a sticker attached to 
the windshield or the front 
bumper of the vehicle. A $20 
fee should be established for 
each sticker which is sold. 
Stickers should only be sold 
to county residents or prop- 
erty owners at this time. We 
believe this fee could raise 
between $60,000 and 
$80,000 per year to help 
offset costs of operating the 
sites. A limit should also be 
placed on the number of 
bags of refuse which can be 
delivered to the site at any 
one visit. This would help 
eliminate use of the facility 
by individuals hauling other 
people's refuse to the site for 
profit. Recycling efforts 
should also be expanded at 
some of the sites. 

3. Limit operational hours 
at the site to between 40 and 
45 hours per week. Actual 
daily hours of operation 
should be flexible to allow all 
county residents access to 
the sites at some point dur- 
ing the week regardless of 
their work schedule. Should 
hours of operation be ex- 
panded, additional funds will 
be needed. 

4. Establish tipping fees 
at the new Garrett County

Fiber Optics 
Comes To GCC 


The information highway 
of the future has come to 
Garrett County with the 
wiring of fiber optic cable 
into Garrett Community 
College, one of the three 
western Maryland colleges to 
be the first to join the state's 
distance learning network, 
according to a recent an- 
nouncement by a spokes- 
Person from the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Co. 
of Maryland. 

Garrett now joins Alle- 
gany and Hagerstown com- 
munity colleges in the fiber 
optic video highway that 
ultimately will connect more 
than 200 sites throughout 
Maryland in one of the most 
advanced statewide distance 
learning networks in the 
nation. 

One classroom at each 
school has been equipped 
with video monitors, camer- 
as, microphones and associ- 
ated equipment — and linked 
to the network - as a contri- 
bution by C&P to "jump- 
start” the use of distance 
learning. Installation began 
in early September. C&P 
simultaneously constructed 
the sophisticated fiber-optic 
network that joins these 
locations. 

These schools join the 
eight sites in Baltimore City 
and County that are already 
on the distance learning 
network, following successful 
trials there over the past two 
years, 

“Today is the first day of 
a new era for our schools,” 
said Garrett County College 
President Steve Herman.

To Be On ARC 
Christmas Tour 


Creedmore, a Victorian 
house located in Mtn Lake 
Park, will be the fourth 
houee on the annual Home 
for the Holidays tour, spon- 
sored by the Garrett County 
Chapter of the American 
Red Croes and scheduled for 
December 3-4 

A three-story structure 
located at the corner of Oak- 
land Drive Old Rt 135° and 
G Street, Creedmore was 
built in 1903 by the Honor- 
able Creed Collins. of Cairo, 
W Va. one of many summer 
residents of the Park at that 
time Mrs. Collins purchased 
the property from the Moun- 
tain Lake Park Association 
for $400 on August 1. 1903. 
and it was reported in The 
Republican newspaper in 
October of that year that 
Creed Collins “spent the 
early part of the week at the 
Park arranging for the build- 
ing of a modern cottage” on 
the property, and that “the 
house will cost about 


$3.500 

The house is presently 
owned by Donald and Su- 
zanne Sincell, the eighth 
family to own the residence 
throughout its 90 years of 
existence. The five-bedroom 
structure hes outside of the 
town’s historic district. but 
is a separate listing on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. This wil! be the third 
time in recent years that the 
house has been opened to 
the public for touring 

The exterior of the house 
features some rather unusu- 
al architecture not found on 
most of the historic houses 
in the Park. while the interr- 
or is Victorian. with vellow 
pine floors, oak woodwork, 
high ceilings. and oak stair- 
case. The entrance into the 
living room features a mas- 
sive front door, with the 
name Creedmore etched into 
the beveled glass 

The second floor includes 
five bedrooms and a bath. 
with a hallway extending the 
entire length of the floor, 
north and south. 

Although the general 
layout of the house is basi- 
cally the same today as when 
It was constricted, the own- 
ers have restored andor 
redecorated every room, with

sessed value for non-munici- 
pal residential property. A 
lower rate of 5¢ per $100 of 
assessed value should be 
established for commercial, 
industrial, agricultural, and 
niunicipal residential proper- 
ties. The committee believes 
that these rates would raise 
an additional $460,000 in 
revenue which would pro- 
duce the remaining funds 
necessary to meet the $1.8 
million target. The lower 
rates for commercial, indus- 
trial, and municipal proper- 
ties are warranted due to tlie 
fact that these properties 
will also be impacted finan- 
cially by imposition of tip- 
ping fees. An effort may also 
be needed to identify other 
residential properties outside 
of the municipal boundaries 
which are served by commer- 
cial haulers, and assess these 
properties at the lower rate. 

7. Money expended for 
solid waste activities should 
be clearly identified in the 
county budget. Contingency 
fund money for items such 
as construction of future 
cells at the landfill should be 
placed in a special account 
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and allowed to accumulate 
until needed. 

8. No out-of-county refuse 
should be accepted at any 
Garrett County solid waste 
collection or disposal site for 
at least one year to allow for 
an accurate accounting by 
weight of all waste disposed 
of at the new solid waste 
disposal facility. This is criti- 
cal due to the limited 
amount of disposal space 
dedicated to each cell and 
the need to expand the life 
expectancy of each to avoid 
future construction costs. 

9. The county should 
provide a mechanism which 
would make voluntary recy- 
cling of all marketable items 
possible. 

10. The Ordinance Gov- 
erning The Disposal of Solid 
Waste in Garrett County 
should be amended to pro- 
vide substantial fines for 
violators and an easier en- 
forcement mechanism such 
as provisions for both civic 
and criminal penalties. En- 
forcement efforts must also 
be increased related to illegal 
refuse disposal practices.

rack compatibility and reli- 
ability of other equipment on 
the market. Since we were 
using the combined bid pack- 
age method, we found that 
one manufacturer, John 
Deere, most closely met the 
high standards and specifica- 
tions we established. The 
process did not stop there, 
we had other conccrns, such 
as parts availability, service, 
service time, and the equ- 
ipment's ability to not just 
meet our needs but also 
improve our operation. 
These concerns were further 
addressed by meeting indi- 
vidually with the prospective 
authorized dealers, their 
owner service managers, 
parts manager, and their 
sales representatives to dis- 
cuss our needs and their 
ability to meet them. We 
then field tested that equip- 
ment over a several week 
period to ensure it met our 
expectations and it did. 

“As a direct result of this 
process, a bid solicitation 
was initiated to the two 
closest authorized dealers. As 
a result of that bid solicita- 
tion, the low bidder was 
awarded the lease ‘purchase 
agreement for the equip- 
ment. 
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“In closing, the providing 
for competitive bidding of a 
specified purchase and 
awarding to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder has been 
complied with. I further 
firmly believe that the selec- 
tion of the equipment, the 
financing arrangement, war- 
ranties, and service agree- 
ment was in the best inter- 
est of the County Roads 
Department and the people 
it serves.” 

Fousek further stated 
that Grass Equipment Com- 
pany ~ to which the bid was 
awarded ~ operates offices in 
both Frostburg and in Fair- 
mont, W.Va., locations that 
afford a prompt response 
time for service and parts. 
He also noted that the con- 
tract with the company 
allows for more “inventory 
control benefits,” by reducing 
the stocking of excessive 
parts from various brands of 
equipment (which also re- 
duces administrative time). 


The law, Article 25, Sec- 
tion 9D, specifies that, 
“When deemed necessary or 
advisable to purchase trucks 
or other road-building or 
repair equipment, it shall be 
necessary for the county 
commissioners to advertise 
for bids on any purchases 
where the purchase price

Once Hauser established 
a demand for the product 
and purchased his first 
shredding machine, he 
sought to then secure an 
adequate supply. That task 
has not been easily accom- 
plished, however, and be is 
still working to establish a 
generous supply and one 
that is usable. He explained 
that he has encountered 
problems at the newspaper 
recycling bins throughout 
the county because recyclers 
sometimes leave the lid of 
the bin open causing the 
paper inside to be exposed to 
any precipitation that might 
occur. That problem is made 
worse when the paper then 
freezes into clumps. 

Hauser requested that 
citizens who recycle their 
newsprint remember to close 
the bins, and to place only 
newsprint materials in the 
bins. He explained that 
shiny inserts from newspa- 
pers, magazines, and other 
types of paper products can- 
not be utilized. 

His search for a bigger 
market continues as well, as 
he is currently hoping to 
expand into the local area on 
a larger scale. Currently, his 
market is concentrated in 
the Moorefield-Petersburg, 
W.Va. area where he sup- 
plies poultry producers with 
the shredded paper. 

“The most important 
message I'd like to get across 
to the people of Garrett 
County is that the newsprint 
is no longer going to the 
county landfill,” stated 
Hauser. 

He noted that he has 
been working with Red 
House Elementary School 
where the students have 
been collecting newsprint for 
his business, and he is cur- 
rently working with Glotfelty 
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to employ civic groups to 
collect the paper as fund- 
raising projects. 

Glotfelty reminded citi- 
zens that certain guidelines 
must be followed when recy- 
cling newsprint. They are as 
follows: All shiny inserts 
must be removed from the 
newspaper prior to recycling; 
bundles should not be tied 
with string or wire, boxes 
and plastic bags used to 
transport newsprint to the 
collection sites should not be 
placed into the recycling 
boxes with the newsprint; 
magazines cannot be recy- 
cled at this time and must 
not be placed into the con- 
tainers; and phone books can 
be recycled if the front and 
back covers and staples are 
first removed.

Fire Marshal 
Notes Decline 


In Arson Cases 


Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J Gabriele 
has found good news to 
report regarding arson 
incidents in the State of 
Maryland. 

During the first nine 
months of 1993, erson 
offenses declined by 
approximately 8% statewide 
as compared with this same 
period in 1992. According to 
statistics gathered through 
the Uniform Crime Report- 
ing Program, there were 
1,774 araons reported during 
the first nine months of. 
1993 as compared with 1,932 
incidents for the first nine 


months of 1992. 

The largest reduction in 
arson offenses occurred in 
the Eastern Shore region, 
which includes the counties 
of Cecil, Kent, Caroline, 
Queen Anne's, Talbot, 
Dorchester, Somerset, 
Wicomico, and Worchester. 
There were 114 arsons 
reported during the first 
nine months of this year for 
this region as compewed with 
140 incidents during this 
same period last year, for an 
overall decrease of 18.6%. 

The Western Maryland 
region, which includes 
Garrett, Allegany Washing- 
ton, Frederick and Carroll 
counties, also showed a 
significant reduction in 
arson offenses for the first 
nine months of this year. 


There were 118 arsons 
recorded from January 
through September of 1993 
in the region as compared 
with 140 for the first nine 
months of 1992, for an 
overall reduction of 15.7%. 

The Baltimore-Metropoli- 
tan region, which includes 
Baltimore City, Anne Arun- 
del], Baltimore, Harford and 
Howard counties, recorded a 
10.3% reduction in arsons 
offenses during the first nine 
months of this year. There 
were 838 arsons recorded 
from January through Sep- 
tember of this year as com- 
pared with 934 such inci- 
dents for this same period 
last year. 

The Washington-Metro- 
politan region, which in- 
cludes Mongomery and 





Prince George's counties, 
showed a slight decline in 
arsons with 502 recorded 
during the first nine months 
of 1993 as compared with 
511 for this period last year. 

The only region of the 
state to show an increase in 
arson for the first nine 
months was the Southern 
Maryland region consisting 
of Charles, St. Mary's, and 
Calvert counties. Arson of- 
fenses increased by approxi- 
mately 9.4% in this region 
during the first nine months 
of this year as compared 
with the same period last 
year. There were 70 arsons 
recorded between January 
and September of 1993 as 
compared with 64 between 
January and September of 
1992. 


During the first nine 
months of 1993, five individ- 
uals died in arson related 
fires in the State of Mary- 
land. This is a 61.5% de- 
crease from the 13 arson 
murders which were record- 
ed during he same period 
last year. 





The fire marshal is urging

The story of Genesis 18 18 
often called “The blessing of 
Ephraim and Manasseh,” but 
there 1s a blessing that ante- 
dates the blessing that Jacob 
gives That 1s the blesstng that 
Jacob already has experienced 
He blesses Ephraim and 
Manassch because he himself 
has been blessed How? The 
whiter says “And he blessed 
Joseph, and said, The God be- 
fore whom my futhers Abraham 
and Isaac walked, the God who 
has led me all my hfe long this 
day, the angel who has re- 
deemed me from all evil. bless 
the lands” (18 15) 

Most of us have been blessed 
hke that We can discern the 
blessingsthat God has bestow ed 
upon those who have walked 
before us Wecan perceive God's 
blessing in the way he had led 
us through this life And, like 
Jacob, we have been blessed as 
our lives have been redeemed 
from the evil around us and 
even the evil within us 

That's what life is all about 
recognizing the blessings we 
have received and letting God 
bless others through us

whatever you are feeling. Don’t suppress yourself, nothing 
changes. 

Ask for what you need - Other people do not know 
how you feel unless you tell them. Don’t just go along with 
people or plans that are not for you. Tell people what would 
help you most. Speak up! 

Friends and relatives may think you will feel better if you 
lo not talk about your loss, or they may be afraid to upset 
you by mentioning the missing person. If you want to talk 
about the person who is gone, say so. If you want your 
privacy respected, if you need companionship or if you want 
a shoulder to cry on, say so. People outside your grief may 
feet awkward and not know what to do. As much as they 
want to help, they need you to direct them. 

Don't be afraid to ask for help with planning, shopping, 
entertaining or just getting through today. As hard as it may 
be to ask, force yourself. Ultimately, asking will make your 
life a little easier. If you cannot shop or decorate this year, 
ask a friend, relative, hospice or other social agency 
volunteer to help. What looks arduous to you may be a lot of 
fun for someone else. As hard as it may be to imagine, 
reinember that serving you can be very satisfying and 
rewarding for the other person. 

Create support for yourself - Sharing your pain eases 
it Be sure you have people with whom you can talk. Most of 


us can cope best with tough times if we have a loving 
presence - a relative or friend to walk with us through this 
painful time. When spouses or family members hurt as much 
as you do and cannot be a support, find an alternative. Look 
for a short-terin support partner, perhaps a friend, another 
person in grief, a relative, a counselor. Or, create a small 
group of people who have similar concerns with whom you 
can stay in touch daily or frequently through the holidays or 
beyond. Support people and support groups really help. 
Appreciate your other loved ones - Enjoy the people

you love. It is natural to feel alone in your grief and want to 
isolate yourself, yet that closes off all chances for closeness 
and nourishment from other people. Don’t deprive your 
children, spouse, or other loved ones or yourself. As hard as 
it may be to get the attention off your loss, they need your 


manage the holidays successfully. 

Avoid the holidays - It is not wrong to want to avoid 
Christmas or other holidays entirely. If celebrating seems too 
difficult to bear, you can choose not to observe the holidays 
and go somewhere else - skiing, a cruise, a resort, a different 
city. If you cannot afford to travel, go to the zoo or the 
movies or some other distracting place. There is no 
guarantee that this will erase your pain, but it may lessen it 
some. 

Doing something new and different - If NOT 
celebrating would deeply disappoint or deprive children or 
other family members, you probably cannot run away from 
Thanksgiving or Christmas. Yet, you can avoid repeating 
your traditional ways and perhaps observe you holidays more 
simply than before. People often work too hard cooking, 
decorating, planning, shopping, and entertaining at holiday 
times, so you can at least ease up. 

Often, the more we try to recreate the past, the more 
obvious is our loss, so changing traditions can be a freeing 
and satisfying way to spend the season. You can celebrate 
Thanksgiving, Hanukkah, or Christmas in a brand new way 
by going to the home of a different relative or friend, having 
a family reunion away from home, or eating in a restaurant. 
You can do anything that will make your holiday experience 
new rather than a memory with someone in it missing. 

If it is too hard for you, personally, to think up a new way 
to do the holidays, give the job of planning to a creative 
friend or relative. Again, most important in taking care of 
yourself is not to feel you have to do it all -whatever the 
circumstances. 

You will survive the holidays - You may hurt, but 
you will survive. The holidays may be the worst of your grief 
time. Eventually, you will heal, and your memories will 
persist without pain. Meanwhile, it’s OK not to have a good 
time. There may be no way you can make this holiday fun 
and nothing you want to do. Allow that you may not enjoy 
the parties, reunions and events of the season. If you are 
hurting and unable or unwilling to have your attention on 
anything else, let yourself be. 

It is also OK to have a good time, even though you have 
experienced a loss. You do not have to deny pleasure to 
yourself or your family. While grieving, we often feel guilty 
about having fun, as if we should be miserable all 24 hours 
of a day. That is not necessary. Often, we think it is how 
much we grieve that signifies how much we care about the 
one who died. Not true! Our love is not measured by the 
extent of our grief. We can love forever without having grief 

as our testimonial to that love. Remember, few of us would 
want others to be forever bereft because we were gone. 

Perhaps the best testimonial we can give to our missing 

loved ones is how we live our lives. Don’t deny yourself life 
because someone has died. If you can do s0, enjoy the 
holidays and every day; for death teaches us, more than 
anything, that every day of life is precious and worth living 
to the fullest. The best gift we can give ourselves and others 
for the holidays and every day is to live our lives 
wholeheartedly.

Expansion Plan 

The plan to expand the 
Grantaville sewerage system 
to service the Rt. 40- 
Chestnut Ridge Road-I-68 
interchange area is "still on 
hold,” according to Wendell 
Beitzel, Garrett County 
Sanitary District administra- 
tor, who reported that the 
Maryland Historical Trust 
has challenged the project 
based on the group's 
perception that it would 
have an adverse effect on the 
Casselman Bridge, a 
National Historic Landmark. 

Those concerns, which 
are shared by the Farmers 
Home Administration 
(FmHA), have effectively 
blocked the Garrett County

Deer Kill Down 
From Last Year; 
Weather Blamed: 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., reported this week 
that inclement weather on 
the opening dey of deer 
firearms season was & major 
factor in the kill numbers 
statewide, which are down 
from last year. 

On opening day, which 
was Saturday, November 27, 
an unofficial kill of 12,058 
deer was reported, down 
from 1992's kill of 15,561, 
which was the second 
highest first day kill on 
record. 

“Heavy rains accompanied 
by high winds throughout 
most of the state played a 
significant role in these first- 
day harvest numbers,” Dr. 
Brown said. "Even with the 
inclement weather, 
Maryland hunters spent 
literally thousands of hours 
enjoying the state’s outdoors 
and taking part in this 
centuries-old sport.” 

The weather was also a 
factor in 1991 when the total 
kill was 12,582. If normal 
weather conditions prevail 
for the rest of the season, 
DNR officials expect the 
final harvest figure to be 
close to the 1992 total of 
35,133. 

In Garrett County, the 
reduction in numbers was 
alsc witnessed, with a kill of 
1,729 in 1990; 1,453 in 1991, 
1,193 in 1992; and 731 in 
1993.

Bigger Space 


In an effort to move 
quickly on solving the ever- 
increasing space needs of the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment, Health Officer Dr 
Rex Archer recently met 
with the Garrett County 
Commissioners to request 
that funds be transferred 
from one area of the depart- 
ment budget to another to 
begin work on developing a 
feasible relocation or expan- 
sion plan. 

Dr. Archer told the com- 
missioners that funds have 
now become available from 
positions at the health de- 
partment that have not been 
filled. The transfer of those 
funds -- approximately 
$7,000-$8,000, according to 
Archer -- would allow the 
department to secure the 
services of an architect or 
engineer to assist with the 
plan. 

Archer explained to the 
commissioners that space 
needs continue to be a prob- 
lem at the health depart- 
ment as services and staff 
have both expanded signifi- 
cantly in recent years. In 
1983, he said, the depart- 
ment employed a total of 46 
full-time equivalent staff 
members (excluding the staff 
from the environmental 
health unit). In contrast, the 
department currently em- 
ploys a total of 130. 

The increase in staff as 
well as the expanded services 
-- especially of home health. 
mental health, and addic- 
tions - have been the signifi-

Commissioners To 
Decide School 


Issue Next Week 


The Gerrett County Com- 
missioners did not render a 
decision this week concern- 
ing the future of two south- 
ern area elementary schools, 
and apparently do not plan 
to do so until Dec. 7, which 
is the state deadline for such 
project requests. 

"We will try to have a 
decision as earty in the day 
as possible,” said Commis- 
sioner John Braskey. 

The decision in front of 
the elected officials is wheth- 
er or not to support a plan 
submitted by the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
which proposes the construc- 
tion of a new school to house 
the student populations of 
Loch Lynn and Red House 
elementary schools. The two 
schools are in poor repair 
and at the present, students 
and teachers must tolerate a 
severe lack of space in the 
facilities. 

A plan was brought to the 
commissioners by the school 
board which would consoli- 
date the two school commu- 
nities into a new facility, 
with a central location be- 
tween the two present 
schools. Commissioner E]- 
wood Groves did not wish to 
support a consolidated 
school, however, and sent 
the school board back to 
consider the renovation of 
both facilities. This was an 
option not considered initial- 
ly by the education board 
because of the much higher 
cost of the project. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage 
informed the commissioners 
last week that the state 
would in fact not support 
the renovation of two 
schools, but would support 
the consolidation project. 
This decision by state offi- 
cials was based mainly on 
the state’s trend toward 
consolidation where it is 
possible in an effort to keep 
costs in check. The renova- 
tion and operation of two 
schools would be more cost- 
ly, they told Ryscavage, than 
the construction and opera- 
tion of one. 

The final proposal to the 
state must be made by Dec. 
7, which is the date of the 
commissioners’ next meet- 
ing. Their support of the 
plan must be presented to 
the state in the form of a 
letter, according to Albert 
Coviello, assistant superin- 
tendent.

Only Eight Deer 
Harvested In °29; 
Article Reprinted 


While Garrett County 
deer harvests in recent years 
total many hundreds, such 
was not the case in 1929, 
which was the first official 
deer hunting season in the 
county in over 30 years. 
Only eight deer were taken 
that year. but the largest of 
the eight. shot by Whitfield 
DeWitt. was a 14-point buck 
that weighed 210 pounds 
dressed 

The following is a reprint 
of an article that appeared 
on the front page of the 
December 5, 1929, issue of 
The Republican. It was

As 1993 Oakland Civic Clubwoman

The Civic Club of Oak- 
land has selected Martha 
Jachowski as its 1993 Club- 
woman of the Year. Mrs. 
Jachowski, completing her 
second term as president of 
the organization, is so well 
known throughout the com- 
munity for her volunteer 
work that merely mention- 
ing the name “Martha” at 
many civic organization 
meetings needs no further 
identification as to who that 
Martha might be. 

Her life began in Colum- 
bia, Missouri, but in early 
adolescence she moved with 
her family to Tacoma Park, 
a suburb of Washington, 
D.C. Martha’s professional 
credentials include a Bache- 
lor of Arts degree in aociolo- 
gy/psychology from the Uni- 
versity of lowa, 1948, and a 
Master of Arts degree in 
sociology psychology from 
the University of Maryland, 
1968. 

After her bachelor’s de- 
gree was conferred, Martha 
married Bob, an engineer 
who had just graduated from 
the University of Maryland. 
Shortly after their honey- 
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moon at Deep Creek Lake, 
the Jachowskis moved to 
Colorado where Bob pursued 
his career and Martha 
worked as field director for 
Camp Fire Girls and later as 
a social worker. When their 
children were born, she 
devoted herself to homemak- 
ing and motherhood. A job 
transfer for Bob took them 
back east to Silver Spring, 
another Washington suburb, 
where Martha continued as 
a full-time homemaker and 
mother but also began vol- 
unteer work at their church 
and involvement with club 
work, namely the American 
Association of University 
Women, of which she was a 
member and officer for many 
years. 

After their third child was 
in school full-time, Martha 
went back to school at the 
University of Maryland and 
received her master’s degree. 
The Jachowskis at this time 
were living in Potomac, 
another Washington subur- 
ban community. Upon grad- 
uation, she took a job as 
part-time director of the 
Mental Health Association of 
Montgomery County. She 
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continued with this organi- 
zation, becoming its execu- 
tive director, retiring in 
1985. During that period she 
was also dean of training 
programs with the Mental 
Health Centers and on the 
National Health Association 
Board. 

After her retirement in 
1985, Martha and Bob (who 
retired the same day as his 
wife) moved to Garrett 
County permanently. Back 
in 1972 the Jachowskis had 
built a vacation cottage at 
Deep Creek Lake, and it was 
there that they established 
residence. Shortly after their 
arrival, they begun to build 
their retirement home in 
Sky Valley. 

But retirement for Mar- 
tha only began a new phase 
of her lifetime of community 
involvement. Her volunteer 
work in Garrett County 
started with Hospice, where 
she initiated and provided 
training for the bereavement 
program and gave in-services 
for nursing home personnel 
on death and dying. She has 
been and continues to be an 
active volunteer for the 
V.IL.V.A program, has been 
an officer and member of the 
American Association of 
University Women, vice- 
president of the Board for 


Lighthouse, Inc., and a vol- 
unteer in countless other 
local programs. 

Her membership responsi- 
bilities with the Civic Club 
of Oakland have included 
serving on the board for 
seven years. She is presently 
completing her second term 
as president of the organiza- 
tion. Even with this respon- 
sibility club members know 
if there is a committee being 
formed or a community 
project underway, Martha 
will somehow become in- 
volved as an active partici- 
pant. The state purpose of 
the civic club is "to promote 
artistic, humanitarian and 
educational efforts of the 
individual and the communi- 
ty.” It is no coincidence that 
Martha Jachowski’s lifetime 
commitments and achieve- 
ments have embodied these 
goals. 

Martha has been instru- 
mental in promoting Long 
Term Health Care and the 
all-year-long Celebration of 
Garrett County Women. A 
recent highlight of Martha’s 
tenure was the highly suc- 
cessful Women’s Fair in 
March. The day-long event 
involved eight months of 
committee meetings, plan- 
ning sessions and coordina- 
tion, overseen by Martha 
Jachowski. The fair present- 
ed 35 varied classes for par- 
ticipants with hands-on 
exhibits and displays dealing 
with many topics. 

It was planned for and 
attended by women through- 
out the county, as well as all 
the eighth grade girls in 
Garrett County schools. The 
eighth-graders were trans- 
ported by school buses with 
funds from the civic club. 
The day-long event took 
place at Garrett Community 
College. 

In addition to her com- 
munity activities Martha 


shares many hobbies with 
her husband Bob. Among 
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them are travelling, crafta, 
reading, and decorating. The 
Jachowskis have three chil- 
dren and nina grandchildren 
who visit them often at their 
home in Sky Valley. Mem- 
bers are justifiably proud of

When the state of Maryland finally issued a man- 
date to the Gsarrett County Board of Commissioners 
that it absolutely must close its old landfill and spend 
the funds needed to open a new, far more expensive 
one, the commissioners immediately sold $6,000,000 
worth of bonds to pay for it. 

However, these same commissioners ‘two of the 
three. absolutely refuse to secure bonding when it 
comes to funding capkal projects for education. The 
Southern High School renovation effort was literally 
hacked to pieces and 1s still unfinished. We have 
children attending school in worn out, dangerous, in- 
adequate buildings, but this apparently is not enough 
of a mandate for the commiasioners to take appropmate 
action. They are ready and willing to float six million 
dollars in bonds for garbage disposal, but refuse to take 
similar steps for the well-being of our children. 

The commissioners’ handling of this most recent 
issue involving the proposed consolidation of Red 
House and Loch Lynn schools has us outraged. Their 
response in recent weeks has heen, “We haven't had 
enough time to make auch a major decision. How can 
you the Board of Education’ expect us to make such 
a decision in such a short period of time. You haven't 
given us enough information.” 

The fact of the matter is, the commissioners have 
not been doing their job. This consolidation matter has 
been in the works for years, not just months or weeks. 
They were afforded every opportunity to be involved tn 
the process, but they declined. Even if they had not 
been invited to participate, they should have insisted 
on being involved since one-half of the county budget 
13 for education! They sit smugly at their desks ‘about 
one day per week , wait for others to do the work and 
research, and then want the proposals and information 
laid in front of them so they can take a vote. That 1s 
the extent of their involvement. 

How dare they say they “haven't had enough time” 
to make a decision They have had more than enough 
time: they simply haven't done their job. Plus, they 
were elected to make tough decisions. If they can't do 
it, then they should get the hell out and give someone 
else that opportunity, someone who has the initiative 
to do the job correctly, to do the research he she is paid 
to do, and has the guts to make the mght decision. 

They also love to exercise their all-powerful auth- 
onty by waiting until the absolute last minute to 
render their decision, just as they are doing in the 
consolidation issue. It’s not because they are actually 
holding special meetings to jointly study the issue. We 
believe they do this for no other reasons than to 
intimidate and manipulate 

To Elwood Groves, we say, “Stop playing politics and 
do what 18 right.” To John Braskey. we say, “Display a 
little courage, raise your voice, and make a difference 
in the commissioners’ office.” To Brenda Butscher, we 
say, “For (rod’s sake, wake up and start doing your 
homework.” 

The relationship hetween the county commissioners 
and the hoard of education should not be adversarial, 
but a team effort. If the two sides could work together, 
using whatever is in the beat interest of our children as 
the primary guide, we could do wonders in education 
and avoid all of this destructive game playing

Sometimes, as we watch 
issues unfold in our county, 
we are almost unaware of 
their final impact on us as 
taxpayers and citizens. That 
seems to me to be the case 
with some of the recommen- 
dations made by the solid 
waste advisory committee 
regarding the upcoming 
Solid Waste Ordinance 

One proposed regulation 
is that to use the dumpsters 
you must buy a yearly per- 
mit Another says you may 
bring only a certain amount 
of garbage per visit, and 
arrive at certain hours only 

Many of the proposed 
new “rules” seem to me to 
disregard one thing When 
the durpeters were placed 
alinost 20 years ago, they 
were supposed to make it 
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convenient for people to 
throw their trash in them, 
rather than over almost any 
road bank in the county. 
“Trash magnets,” you mignt 
say. In that regard, they are 
doing their job. Perhaps too 
well, some say. 

Why not try a reward of, 
say, $500 for information 
leading to the conviction of 
out-of-state dumpers that 
could be paid for by the fine 
levied on the offender? How 
about a “clean-up” program 
like the “Adopt-A-Ilighway” 
campaign provides? Perhaps 
some organizations or citi- 
zens’ groups near the dump- 
ster sites would participate. 
As for large objects, etc., 
possibly just some space and 
a sign that says, “place large 
objects here.” 

The idea that the same 

ople who are breaking the 
aw now by putting large 
items or whatever in the 
bins will somehow change 
their ways because the coun- 
ty is going to spend many 
thousands of taxpayers’ 
dollars to fence in the sites 
and hire “guards” to enforce 
the “rules” for eight hours a 
day 1s, in my opinion, an 
expensive joke’ 

I won't be surprised if 
much of what you see set off 
around the dumpster sites 
now will soon be found up 
and down our country-side, 
once these regulations are in 
force. What will it cost to go 
around the roads and pick 
up these objects one or two 
at a time? It took years to 
get some people to bring 
their junk to the dumpster 
sites, where at least it can be 
collected easily. Now we're 
ready to spend a lot of mon- 
ey to make them stop? 

What if only a few buy a 
$20 sticker and the dump- 
sters are all used less? How 
many “trash police” will our 
new “solid waste czar” have 
to hire to find where all the 
garbage is going then? 

We all want the new 
landfill, as much as it will 
cost, to last as long as possi- 
ble, but decisions need to be 
made that are cost effective 
over the long run, and tend 
to “put the lid on” a young 
“trash bureaucracy” that will 
tend, as all bureaucracies do, 
to grow, develop. and justify 
itself We could end up one 


Quietly but consistently over a five-year period, Garrett 
Community College, led by its faculty, has been moving 
against the grain in higher education. What's happened in 
higher education is no secret. Writing for the October 18 
edition of U.S. News & World Report, John Leo in an article 
entitled “A for effort. Or Yor showing up,” decries the spread 
of grade inflation. He reports that in 1992 at Harvard 
University, 91% of the undergraduate grades were “B-” or 
higher. At Stanford University only 6% of the grades were 
"C’s.” At Princeton 40% of the grades were"A’s.” If the most 
prestigious universities inflate grades, one should not be 
surprised if the rest of higher education emulates them. leo 
quips: "It seems average students are disappearing from the 
campus, all replaced by outstanding achievers.” Yet everyone 
knows that students have steadily declined until just 
recently. At the same time students’ high school grades have 
improved dramatically. In 1972, 28.4% of those taking the 
SAT reported having an "A" or “B’ average in high school. By 
1993 the figure had risen to 83%. 

A number of factors have combined to compromise the 
integrity of the grading system. One factor concerns a 
change in the role of education. In generations past 
educators functioned as forthright evaluators. Two purposes 
were served. Students were given an external assessment of 
their abilities and performance, so they could frame 
reasonable judgments about their personal strengths and 
weaknesses and plan their careers accordingly. Society, 
including prospective employers and institutions of higher 
education, could rely on grades as a fair basis on which to 
make hiring and admissions decisions. Today neither 
students nor colleges nor employers can rely on grades as an 
honest indicator of what students know or can do. 

A second factor concerns the general decline in national 
morality. I regret to report that many colleges have put 
survival and funding above their ethical responsibility to tell 
the truth about student performance Higher education has 
become a competitive business to the puint that educational 
leaders have forgotten that it is first and foremost a public 
service. Fearing that high standards will result in students 
forsaking their institutions for an easy degree elsewhere, 
some educational leaders sacrifice standards to retain 
students 

Finally, education has fallen victim to the national 
permissiveness. Many faculty no longer have the stomach to 
give a low grade even if deserved Many want to be their 
students’ friend without realizing that friendship is 
incompatible with their evaluative role since it undermines 
the perception of objectivity. The obligution to evaluate 
students directly and forthrightly takes courage Sometimes 
honest, demanding instructors have to face angry students 
or parents or endure poor student evaluations with 
consequences for their future employment and standing 
Although all these considerations are understandable, they 
do not exonerate teachers of their fundamental 
responsibilities If faculty do not function as honest 
evaluators, the evaluative purpose of education is destroyed, 
and tliat is precisely what has happened to the detriment of 
all concerned. Students are not learning what they should; 
they are being given false sense of their own abilities, a hoax 
that will prove very cruel as their lives unfold; and society is 
deprived of a fair and forthright evaluator of performance 

I am very proud to tell you that GCC’s faculty haa taken 
a strong stance against these trends, and I believe that is 
why GCC’s students who transfer to other Maryland 
community colleges outperform students transferring from 
all the other seventeen Maryland community colleges. 

Next week, if you'll bear with me until then, I'll tell you 
in a second installment what measures GCC has taken and 
is taking to give our studenta the full value of their 

educational dollar

This hilarious sendup of Dickens's classic, directed by Sue and 
Chuck Harkins, ts titled simply The Farndale Avenue Housing 
Estate Townswomen’s Guild Dramatic Society's Production of A 
Christmas Carol by David McGillivray and Walter Zerlin. It stars 
GCC theatre veteran Jane Avery as Thelma, the prima donna 
“actress” assigned the role of Scrooge In this problem-laden 
production, Thelma is so late arriving for the show that she is nearly 
replaced by an audience member, but when she finally does yet 
there, she proves to us that she is the only “professional” actor 
present She does this by constantly nayging the other actors about 
everything from technique to missed lines, which occur quite 
frequently, while she plays Scrooge as tf he has been taking 
hallucinogenic drugs. The Abbott and Costello bit between her as 
Scrooge and Roger Strouse as Marley, trying to remember his lines, 
1s absolutely hystencal. Of course, one can't blame Strouse’s

Someone once remarked to 
me that “the Good News of the

It's true that, when we first 
hear that admonition to “re- 
pent,” it seems very threaten- 
ing If we are called to “re- 
pent “it meansthat something 
is wrong with us or our lives. 
something we need to feel sorry 
about Feeling sorry about our- 
selves does not sound like “good 
news ” 

Years ago, when | was a 
young pastor fresh out of semi- 
nary. | took Holy Communion 
intothe homesof some shut-ins 
of our pansh One day when | 
asked anelderly womanto pray 
with me the Prayer of General 
Confession. she said." But « hy? 
| havent anything to confess, 
I'm stuck here in this house, 
this room and this bed, day 
after day ~ Taken aback as | 
was, I'm not sure how | re- 
sponded to her 1 think 1 said 
something to the effect that 
everyone alw ays hus something 
of which to repent. none of us 
are ever perfect 

NONE RIGHTEOUS 

Like many people I've en- 
countered since then, this 
woman focused upon sins rather 
than sin. upon infractions of 
the rules instead of the selfish 
willfulness within that hes be- 
hindthose infractions Sins are 
the outward acts while sin is 
the inner reality We may be 
able to go through periods of 
our lives without committing 


sinful acts (although not as 
much as we like to think) but 
hardly a day gues by that sin 
doven t lodge within our hearts 
Jung regarded this sinner real- 
ity as the “shadow ~ or “dark 
side” of the human peyche All 
of ushave a “shadow” side Wo 
may not let it take over and 
direct our lives, but it 1s always 
there, tempting us All of us 
experience failure, all of us fail 
at some time to do and be the 
best that we can, none of us live 
up tothe potential that God has 
placed within us 

So, that sounds like “bad 
news,” but actually the very 
fact that we can repent is the 
best possible news because it 
moans we are not stuck with 
our sin, our failures, and our 
shadow side Think ofthe moral 
fa:lures in your own life and 
then imagine what it would be 
hkeifthere w as no forgiveness 

DIVINE REDEMPTION! 

Some people charge that the 
Church 1s obsessed with hu- 
man sinfulness, alwaysempha- 
sizing how unworthy we are | 
will agree that the message as 
it sometimes comes across, IS 
very muchthat the bad new sof 
human depravity But the call 
to repent that John the Baptist 
issues and which later Jesus 
himself began with, 18 focused 
not on the bad news of humun 
depravity but upon the good 
news of divine redemption 

Thus, when we ure called to 
repent, it isa reminderthat we 
are not stuck with our sin for 
here and eternity Once we ac- 
knowledge it, we can deal with 
it and expenence the forgiving 
grace of God As L.uko tells us 
John came “preaching a bap- 
tism of repentance for the for- 
giveness of sins” (luke 3 3b). 
not a baptism for despair of 
condemnation

Turn up the setting on your 
air conditioner when NBC airs 
“A Kiss to Die For” on Mon 
day. Dec 6. The steamy thriller 
puts Tim Matheson and Mimi 
Rogers in the middle of mvs 
tery, murder and some pretty 
hot passion : 

Matheson plays William 
Tauher, a psychology protessor 
who becomes suicidal after the 
death of his wite But death 
takes a hack scat when Tauber 
ts rescued, and then seduced, 
by Rogers’ mystertous Alt 
Broussard. The couple pursues 
@ permanent relationship. hut in 
addition to more Common emo- 
tional problems. the couple has 
to deal with Broussard’s rather 
Strange mvolvement ina num 
her of mystenous murders 

This film could easily have 
sunk from the weight ol its 
plot. It starts out as a love 
story, then grows mio a murder 
mystery, and finally becomes a 
sexy thriller with deep psycho 
logical and emotional ele 
ments. The film could have 
been engaging if it dealt with 
their relationship without the 
murders. But Matheson and 
Rogers both save the day by 
offering strong. credible and 
compassionate - as well as 
very passionate perfor 
mances. With an expression 
they convey more emotion than 
Most actors create in an entire 
munt-series. 

Matheson credits co-star 
Rogers and director Leon 
Ichaso with the success of the 
film. “think (Rogers) is won 
derful. She's one of the reasons 
that | wanted to work on this. 
(Ichasop ts a mad director. he's 
wild’ He really just wanted to 
get the reality of it without the 
melodrama and the tendency 
might have been to be melodra 
Matic about certain aspects of tt 
and he was not.” 

Another element that sup- 
ports “A Kiss to Die For" is the 
subtle strength and style of its 
sensuality. Without crossing 
the line of an R-rated movie of 
“NYPD Blue.” Rogers and 
Matheson get the television set

Ms. Crawford. the first 
woman to be appointed to 
the Miltary Court of Ap- 
peals, presented a motiva- 
tional speech She said that 
women should be proud of 
their contributions to society

“cult of domesticity.” 

Glendora Hughes gave a 
presentation explaining the 
definition of sexual harass- 
ment. To illustrate, she cited 
examples from actual cases 
and gave tips as to what can 
he done to minimize sexual 
harassment in the work- 
place She also informed the 
audience that the Supreme 
Court recently clarified the 
issue of sexual harassment 
by changing the wording of 
the law Originally the law 
partially defined harassment 
as what is perceived to be 
harassment by any reason- 
able man.

Below Average 

The Maryland Office of 
Planningannounced recently 
that in 1992 Maryland 
ranked 45th in the nation in 
the number of state and 
local government employees 
per 10,000 residents Mary- 
land’s ranking in 1992 is 
sharply lower than its peak 
in 1981 when it ranked 15th 
in the nation 

According to US Depart- 
ment of Commerce Bureau 
of Economic Analysis data 
released in November, Mary- 
land had 564 state and local 
government employees for 
every 10,000 residents in 
1992, well below the U.S.’s 
average of 614 Maryland's 
highest number of state and 


local government employees 
per 10,000 population was 
627 in 1979 

In addition, Maryland's 
ranking in the US. of total 
earnings of state and local 
government employees as a 
percent of total personal 
income experienced a paral- 
lel decline. The total earn- 
ings of Maryland’s state and 
local government amounted 
to 7.3 percent in 1992, rank- 
ing it 46th out of the 50 
states and the District of 
Columbia. Earnings of state 
and local government work- 
ers peaked at 8.5 percent of 
totat personal income in 
1976, the 30th highest share 
in the US. 

"The shrinkage of the 
state and local government 
sector relative to the rest of 
Maryland’s economy reflects 
the continuing adjustment 
undergone by both state and 
local governments in re- 
sponse to the fiscal con- 
straints of the economic 
downturn,” said Ronald M. 
Kreitner, director of the 
Maryland Office of Planning. 

Since 1986, both Mary- 
land’s state and local govern- 
ment employees per 10,000 
population and state and 
local government earnings as 
a percent of total personal 
income have been below the 
figures for the United States 
With respect to other states 
in the Middle Atlantic area, 
only Pennsylvania has fewer 
state and local government 
employees per 10,000 popula- 
tion than Maryland. 

Maryland's ranking rela- 
tive to the nation with re- 
spect to average earnings per 
state and local government 
jobs went from 14th in 1969 
to eighth in 1992. This is 
consistent with Maryland’s 
per capita personal income, 
which ranked 12th in 1969 
and sixth in 1992. Average 
earnings for state and local 
government workers im- 
proved relative to the United

States during the 1980's as 
did Maryland’s per capita 
personal income. With the 
economic downturn of the 
1990's, both state and local 
government earnings per job 
and per capita personal 
income have declined rela- 
tive to the United States. 

"During both the econom- 
ic ups and downs of the last 
eight years, Maryland's state 
and local government has 
continued to meet the needs 
of its citizens through re- 
sponsible fiscal manage- 
ment,” Kreitner said. “By 
serving the needs of our 
citizens within our available 
resources, we have preserved 
Maryland’s fiscal soundness 
and have helped to assure 
our economic recovery in the 
future,” Kreitner added. 

In the 1980's, the federal 
government cuts its budget 
for human resources and 
transferred much of the 
responsibility for the delivery 
of these social services to 
state and local governments. 
The economic boom in the 
second half of the 1980's 
meant sufficient tax revenue 
to fund these services. Even 
so, Maryland's state and 
local government sector 
employment had decreased 
relative to most other states. 
Further, when one accounts 
for Marvland’s growth in 
population, there has been 
no increase in public employ-

ment to meet federal man- 
dates. The economic condi- 
tions of the 1990’s require 
state and local government 
to keep public employment 
and expenditures in line 
with the state’s growth in 
total personal income. 

‘State and local govern- 
ments in Maryland have 


properly tightened their belts 
in response to recent eco- 
nomic conditions. This 
meant that government, like 
the private sector, is working 
leaner and smarter to meet 
people's needs,” Kreitner 
added.

They note that. if used prop- 
erly. PSNT can save farmers 
the cost of nitrogen side- 
dressing fur corn when ade- 
quate levels of residual fertil- 
izer are present. Thus, it can 
be a useful nutrient man- 
agement tool. 

Vough and Schwartz will 
report on winter grazing of 
rye and other small grains as 
a way that Mid-Atlantic area 
farmers can cut feed costs, 
increase livestock income 
and qualhfy for federal cost- 
sharing payments fcr ero- 
sion-controlling cover crops. 

Mid-Atlantic area farmers 
have not capitalized suffi- 
ciently on their regional 
advantage in beef cattle 
production, Vough declares. 

He notes that the Mid- 
Atlantic area has milder 
winters than the midwest 
Thus, a big potential appears 
to exist for “back-grounding” 
stockers and feeders 

In addition, Vough says, 
Mid-Atlantic area cattle 
producers have better quality 
summer forage available 
than do their counterparts in 
the southeast So a potential 
fur more cattle finishing 
operations in the Mid-Atlan- 
tic area also seems possible.

Views On USDA 
Overhaul By FB 

As a key House Agricul- 
ture subcommittee began 
writing legislation (H.R 
3171: to reorganize USD.\, 
Farm Bureau weighed in 
with specific recommenda- 
tions that would make the 
overhaul more acceptable to 
farmers. 

Richard Newpher, execu- 
tive director of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation’s 
Washington office, said the 
overriding goal of reorgani- 
zation should be to better 
serve farmers and other 
beneficiaries of USDA pro- 
grams. 

Newpher said the pro- 
posed structure for state, 
county and area committees 
should be changed so they 
are composed exclusively of 
elected farmer representa- 
tives. He said five-member 
committees of farmers elect- 
ed by their peers would 
provide better "responsive- 
ness to local conditions.” 

Newpher also called for 
expanded jurisdiction for the 
proposed national appeals 
division. That department 
would review decisions af- 
fecting participants in USDA 
programs. Newpher said the 
division also should review 
decisions made by the pro- 
posed Natural Resources 
ConservationService! NRCS: 
and the federal crop insur- 
ance programs. 

Newpher said the NRCS 
should remain separate from 
the new Farm Service Agen- 
cy. “The technical expertise 
and the cooperative and 
mutually beneficial relation- 
ships between farmers and 
soil conservation specialists 
should be maintained.”

EPA Urged To 
Extend Clean 
Air Deadline 


Farm Bureau urged the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency to extend the dead- 
line for states to submit 
their plans for compliance 
with the Clean Air Act. The 
act 1s set to go into effect in 
1995 

EPA. up to this point, has 
remained firm on its Nov. 15 
deadline for states to opt-in 
on the reformulated gasoline 
kFG: programs or choose to 
follow the Reid Vapor Pres- 
sure ‘RVP: standards that 
could include ethanol-blend- 
ed fuels. Ethanol-blended 
fuels currently fall outside 
RFG provisions due to a one- 
pound waiver requirement. 

Agriculture has argued 
that ethanol-blended fuels 
will achieve required emis- 
sions reductions if the evalu- 
ation process takes into ac- 
count the reactivity of ozone- 
forming emissions. EPA cur- 
rently measures only the 
total mass of emissions rath- 
er than their ozone-creating 
potential. The agriculture 
community is awaiting 
EPA's Dec. 15 announce- 
ment that will determine the 
department's role for ethanol 
in the final plan. 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner, in a letter to EPA 
Administrator Carol Brown- 
er, said it is unfair to require 
states to choose a course of 
action without the guidance

“We believe that Congress 
fully intended for ethanol to 
be treated fairly when it 
enacted the Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1990,” 
Kleckner said. “We strongly 
urge you to remove any 
regulatory obstacles that 
stand in the way of informed 
decision-making with respect 
to the role of ethanol in 
clean air programs. 

President Clinton pointed 
out the need to have ethanol 
play a vital role in the 
nation’s future energy plan 
during his presidential cam- 
paign. He noted the benefits 
of an American-produced 
renewable energy source. 

TH bring EPA and the 
Agriculture Departinent and 
all the people together,” 
Clinton said “We will do the 
research we need to hammer 
out the difficulties here. 
We'll resolve it and we'll use 
ethanol as a part of our 
nation’s energy security 
future.”

Corn Production 
Down 40 Percent 


Corn for grain in Mary- 
land is expected to average 
85 bushels per acre com- 
pared to the record high 124 
bushels in 1992. If Novem- 
ber 1 expectations are real- 
ized, farmers will harvest 
410,000 acres of corn and 
production will total 34.9 
million bushels, 40 percent 
less than the 58.3 million 
bushels harvested in the 
state during 1992. 

Below normal rainfall and 
very hot temperatures dur- 
ing critical development 
periods adversely affected 
the outlook for corn, soy- 
beans, and other crops. The 
reduction in corn yields due 
to harsh weather is expected 
to be magnified by a smaller 
acreage harvested this year 
contributing to a crop less 
than two thirds the size of 
last year's corn crop. 

Soybean production, fore- 
cast at 17.1 million bushels, 
will be off five percent from 
1992 if expectations are real- 
ized. Soybeans are expected 
to average 30 bushels per 
acre and 570,000 acres are 
forecast for harvest state- 
wide.

US. corn for grain pro- 
duction is forecast for 1993 
to be 6.50 billion bushels, 91 
percent below last year's 
record high production.

Soybean produc- 
tion forecast of the 1993 
crop is 1.83 billion bushels, 
down 16 percent from the 
previous year.

State Plan To Control Substance Abuse, 
Drug-Related Crime, Violence Released 


With over half of 
Maryland's high school 
seniors using alcohol and 
approximately one third 
consuming five or more 
drinks on one occasion - 
“binge drinking” - the 
Governor's Drug and Alcohol 
Abuse Commission has 
targeted underage drinking 
as one of the most serious 
problems facing youth in 
Marviand todav 

The 1993 Maryland Drug 
and Alcohol Abuse Control 
Plan was released this week 
and outlines strategies and 
recommendations for 
reducing the state's 
substance abuse and drug- 
related crime problems. The 
recommendations will be 
weighed by the governor as 
he prepares his legislative 
package for the 1994 session. 

Commission Chairman 
Judge Joseph A. Ciotola said, 
“Alcohol is the number one 
drug of choice for both our 
young people and adults. It 
causes more harm and 
devastation than people can 
imagine, but until recently 
hasn't received the same 
kind of attention as other 
drugs. The commission is 
using the strategy of broad- 
based coalition building that 
I think is going to have a 
real impact on this problem.” 

Emphasizing a preventive 

approach to substance abuse 
that is consistent with Gov- 
ernor Schaefer's pliilosophy 
of prevention as a long-term 
solution, the plan acknowl- 
edges that real gains in the 
substance abuse problem will 
only occur with strategies 
that have a long-term im- 
pact. Judge Ciotola said, “In 
the long run, it is far less 
costly in human, social, and 
fiscal terms to prevent prob- 
lems before they become full 
blown than it is to try and 
repair the damage that sub- 
stance abuse leaves in its 
wake. We need to prevent 
our young people from ever 
getting harmfully involved in 
the first place.” 

The report also details 
the extent of drug-related 
crime and violence in Mary- 
land, noting that Maryland 
ranks 6th behind such states 
as Florida, New York and 





California. The expansion of 
community policing is rec- 
ommended as one way to 
help improve the quality of 
life in Maryland's neighbor- 
hoods, along with placing 
police resources where there 
is the highest incidence of 
drug activity and violent 
crime. 

Describing the increase in 
juvenile crime and violence, 
the plan suggests diverting 
high-risk youth into pro- 
grams that offer support and 
help at early ages. It also 
recommends the implemen- 
tation of programs in school 
systems to change attitudes 
and behaviors that contrib- 
ute to violence 

The 1993 plan is the 
result of the Commission's 
Prevention, Education, 
Health, Crime Control, and 
Employment Committees 
and is submitted to Gover- 
nor Schaefer annually. It 
also gives a comprehensive 
look at the nature and ex- 
tent of substance abuse in 
Maryland and includes an 
overview of the growth of 
drug-related crime in Mary- 
land.

Christmas Tree 


Safety Guidelines 

Maryland State Fire Mar- 
shal Rocco J. Gabriele has 
announced the annual guide- 
lines pertaining to Christmas 
tree fire safety These guide- 
lines apply specifically to 
places of public assembly; 
education; health care; de- 
tention and correctional 
facilities; hotels motels and 
dormitories; and, board and 
care occupancies. 

Gabriele has ordered that 
natural cut threes shall not 
be permitted in the above 
types of occupancies. Howev- 
er, living trees in a “balled” 
condition with roots protect- 
ed by an earth ball may be 
permitted provided they are 
maintained in a fresh condi- 
tion. 

He recommends that all 
Christmas trees that are to 
be placed in those previously 
mentioned occupancies be 
artificial trees which are 
labeled or otherwise identi- 
fied by the manufacturer as 
being “flame retardant” or 
“flame resistive.” 

It has been found by 
previous experience that 
commercially available fire 
retardant treatments are not 
appropriate nor work effec- 
tively for Christmas trees 
and other Christmas decora- 
tions, such as wreaths and 
garlands.

*Electrical lights are 
prohibited on metal artificial 
trees because of potential 
fire andor electric shock 
hazard. Instead, the State 
Fire Marshal recommends 
spotlights be used for illumi- 
nation of these type trees. 

*Open flames from can- 
dles, lanterns and other 
appliances shall not be locat- 
ed on or near Christmas 
trees of any type or similar 
combustible materials. 

The above guidelines and 
requirements will be en- 
forced by the State Fire 
Marshal as well as local fire 
prevention bureaus through- 
out the state during the 
holiday season, Gabriele said. 
In those jurisdictions where 
more stringent requirements 
apply. the more stringent 
requirements will be en- 
forced by the local authority 
having jurisdiction 

In certain instances 
where circumstances may 
conflict with the require- 
ments of the state and local 

fire authority, an evaluation 
shall be made of the overall 
situation and appropriate 
corrective action may be 
taken as necessary. 

The State Fire Marshal is 
issuing these guidelines so 
that owners and occupants 
of these type facilities may 
take appropriate action to 
decorate their facilities in 
accordance with the State 
Fire Prevention Code for the 
upcoming holiday season.

Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 


Development (DEED) Secre 
tary Mark L. Wasserman has 
announced that up to 10,000 
Marylanders who exhausted 
their regular state unemploy- 
Ment insurance benefits on 
or after October 2, 1993, 
may be eligible for Emergen- 
ty Unemployment Compen- 
sation (ELC) benefits.

1994

tary Wasaerman. “Our auto- 
mated system will enable us 
to assist individuals in re- 
ceiving their benefit pay- 
ments without delay.” 

The new legislation does 
not provide additional feder- 
al benefits for people who 
have already exhausted their 
EUC benefits. 

DEED will notify claim- 
ants by mail of their eligibili- 
ty to file for benefits under 
the ELC program. Those 
individuals who are current- 
ly receiving benefits under 
the EUC program will con- 
tinue to receive them auto- 
matically. Those eligible 
individuals who first filed for 
EUC after October 2, 1993, 
pending congressional action 


to continue the EUC pro- 
gram, will receive their 
checks within the next week. 
No action on their part is 
necessary. 

The EUC program is 
scheduled to end on Febru- 
ary 5, 1994. After that date, 
no new claims will be taken. 
Individuals who become 
eligible for EUC benefits on 
or before January 30, 1994 
will be eligible to receive 
benefits until all benefits are 
exhausted or until the week 
ending April 30, 1994, 
whichever is earlier.

There is a draft coming in 
from the outside. Only a 
thorough check will tell 
where cold infiltrates. Do 
your floors feel cold in the 
winter? The floor may need 
insulating or there is a draft 
in the basement, especially 
where the sill plates are. 
Also, your activities and foot 
covering may have some- 
thing to do with it. If you 
have a stairway, does cold 
air move down the steps? 
The attic needs insulating. 
Do your windows fog up 
with water or frost in the 
winter? Then they definitely 
need tightening. Check all of 
the above if your heating 
bills are just too high. 

Almost every home can be 
made tighter, even new 
construction. On especially 
well-sealed homes ventilation 
needs to be checked to pre- 
vent moisture build-up and 
mold growth on walls and 
specifically corners. 

How do you seal all those 
myriad air-leaks? It depends 
very much on whether the 
cold leaks in from stationary 
materials (sill plates) or from 
movable materials (windows 
and doors). It also depends 
on the amount of money you 
are able to spend. Each year 
new materials and designs 
are developed and it is well 
worth visiting a store to 
investigate what is available. 
Even if you cannot buy ev- 
erything you think is needed, 
you may get ideas how to 
improvise. 

House trailers may have 
special problems around the 
foundation. Other than us- 
ing flashing, tar paper and 
plastic sheets and other 
materials to prevent air 
leaking into the living quar- 
ters, it may be remembered 
that a pile of snow banked 
over these materials also has 
insulating properties. Shovel- 
ing everything clear will 
make it colder than leaving 
the snowdrift against the

outside walls. 

Other than tightening 
your living quarters, you can 
dress warmly and eat a 
healthy diet which will help 
you tolerate the cold better. 
Store enough non-perishable 
foods and water to help you 
through the few days of 
being house-bound. Please 
contact the Red Cross or the 
Extension Service for infor- 


sion

for emergencies. Look in on 
families with small children 
and older people, especially if 
living alone, to make sure 
they are alright.
